Paris, May 7.—Contrary to expectation. 
there was not a great crowd on. this, the 
first ordinary day of the exposition, and 
the majority of those present seemed to be 
strangers. This indicates merely that the 
Parisians have sense enough to realize that 
they have all Summer in which to see the 
show, and that there is no good reason for 
hurrying before it is ready. 

It is certainly nowhere near ready yet. 
The best denartment at present is that of 
Fine Arts, the representation of most of the 
European countries being quite im shape. 
The American art section, which is situated 
up stairs, is, however, barred to the public, 
and will not be opened before Saturday. 
Mr. Rush C, Hawkins hasbeen working like 
a beaver, but cemplains bitterly of his treat- 
ment at the hands of the exposition ofticials. 
Where very meagre, poor exhibits, like that 
of the Spanish artists, for example, have 
been given big ground-floor rooms, with 
wide margins of wall about the pictures 
and none hung high, the American collec- 
tion can only be hung in the allotted space 
by utilizing every inch of wall. 

The exhibitors in the American industrial 
section have less cause of complaint, and 
nobody would mind it much if the case 
were otherwise, for, candidly speaking, it 
is not the most worthy showing. The 
exceptions are greuped together in the 
four corners of the open space in the centre 
of eur section, These are occupied by Tif- 
fany, the Meriden Britannia Company, the 
Gorbam Manufacturing Company, and 
Davis Collamore & Co. of New-York. Only 
the second and last have their exhibits yet 
in order, but Tiffany’s show will be in many 
respects the most netable in the whole ex- 
position. Davis Collamore & Co.’s exhibit 
attracts admiring attention by reason of the 
colleetion of Rookwood pottery from Cin- 
cinnati, and still more by the wonderful 
show of cut glass from Hawkes, at Corning, 
N. Y. The products of this little village 
factory are marvels to the French glass 
cutters and already are striking features of 
the exposition. 

These four corners, as | said, are really 
admirable. Of course, Edison’s show is both 
unique and splendid, but the rest of the 
section would be inadeqate if it purported 
to exhibit no more than the industries of a 
single town like Hartford. Perhaps when 
everything is arranged it will look better; 
certainly it is to be hoped so. 


PARNELL TAKES IT BACK. 


HE REFERRED ONLY TO RIBBONISM, NOT 

TO SECRET SOCIETIES GENBRALLY. 

LONDON, May 7.—The Parnell Commission’ re- 
sumed its sitting to-day. Mr. Parnell, upon 
taking the stand, said he desired to correct that 
part of his evidence, given Friday, in relation 
to the statement made by him in the House of 
Commons coneerning the non-existence of se- 
eret societies in Ireland. Upon referring to the 
Hansard reports of the proceedings ef the 
House ef Commons he found that his remarks 
which had been quoted by Attorney General 
Webster referred particularly to Ribbonism and 
not to secret conspiracies generally. His re- 
marks therefore were a fairly accurate state- 
ment of the facts, as Ribbonism, at that tim:, 
practically, did not exist in Ireland. 

The cross-examination of the witness was 
then resumed. Mr. Parnell said he had not 
heard of 100 guineas being paid for the defense 
of moonlighters at the Cork Assizes iu 1881. If 
he had been asked to make such payments he 
should in those days have approved of them ir 
ne had reason to Delieve the law was being 
strained against a man, but his general rule 
Was to limit such payments as much as possi- 
ble. He remembered one case in which he had 
sanctioned the payment of money for th» 
defense of a prisuner and the man was ac- 

uitted. In another case he reimbursed Mr. 

arris, Who had made hDimself responsible for 
the costa of the defense, but at the same time 
witness instructed Mr. Harris not to undertake 
in the futuse the defense of. accused moon- 
lighters. Mr. Parneli said that he sometimes 
pald money from his own private account in 
benalf of the League. Hedid not object to an 
inspection of his ascounts, 

Attorney General Webster here began a pro- 
tracted examination of the witness as to his 
banking transactions, but failed to elicit any- 
thing of note. 

Being further catechised upon his knowledge 
of Gen. Millen and other members of the phys- 
ical force party, Mr. Parnell declared that a 
majority of the members of that party were 
utter strangers to him. He had never heard 
that Mr. Egan had joined the Clan-na-Gael. He 
would regret to find that Mr. Egan had rejoined 
the physical torce party, but he should not 
think such a course unnatural. 

Referring to his speeches made in America, 
as reported in the Jrish World, the witness said 
he could not accept the reports as correct. Mr. 
Ford garbled the speeches in order to suit the 
tastes of the readers of the /rish World. ‘The 
witness had never made this statement publicly 
before, because it was not necessary. Recur- 
ring to secret societies, Mr. Parnell said he con- 
sidered that a person who joined the League 
aud continued to be a member of the Clan-na- 
Gael acted to the injury of the League’s policy. 
Atby member of the League who would advocate 
the use of dynamite would be a traitor.

A SCHEME TO STIMULATE SPECULATION 
IN OIL. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 7.—Committees repre- 
senting the oil Exchanges of New-York, Pitts- 
burg, Bradford, Titusville, and Oil City, im con- 
ference here to-day, decided to recommend 
dealings in futures. The conference lasted sev- 
eral hours. There were present, from New- 
York, J. Guttman, George N. Faller, L. J. 
Werner, W. & Nally, and F. Tack; from Oil 
City, M. Lowentritt, A. Kline, and N. F. Hilton; 
from Bradford, H. A. Martin, W. H. Haskell, 
and C. V. Wheeler, who is President of the con- 


terence of oil Exchanges; from Titusville, P. F. 
Whiterop, and from the Pittsburg Exchange, 
J. R. MokKee, Jr, B. Forsi, and Henry 
Fisher. The Philadelphia Exchange, which is a 
member of the conference, was not represented. 
There was cousiderable opposition tv the plan 
of dealing in’ futures, and especially from this 
part of the State, but the majority of tue con- 
lerence tavored the change. Rules were adopt- 
ed to govern the new branch of the business, 
anid after the various Exchanges have voted 
upon the matter the plan Wiil take effect. There 
is no doubt of its acceptance by a majority. 

The idea of the scheme,is to revive public in- 
terest in oil speculation, which has recently 
been rather flat. There are some who think a 
corner will result, as there are only bout 
eleven million barrels now to trade in, and in 
that event somebody will get hurt.

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AN UNLUOKY APPUINTIMENT. 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST PHILADEL- 
PHIA’s ASSISTANT APPRAISER. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—President Harrison 
has made only two important appointments for 
Philadelphia since he has been in office. These 
are Appraiser of the Port J. Granville Leach, 
and Assistant Appraiser William Gaw. Leach 
Was appointed about five weeks ago and Gaw 
about two weeks later. Gaw’s appoint- 
ment was a complete ‘surprise to the 
politicians, and. to no one more than to Ap- 
praiser Leach, who was not only surprised, but 
extremely disgusted. He had another man 
that he wanted for the place, 

Gaw was Assistant Appraiser under a former 
Administration, but nobody among the politi- 
ciaus and the workers had heard his name men- 


tioned for the place under Harrison until his 
appointment was announced.. Then everybody 
Was surprised and wystitied as to where 
Gaw’s backing came from, and the mystery 
ot the Assistant Appraiser’s office, instead 
of being oleared up, has grown because 
Appraiser Leach has persistently refused to 
recognize Assistant AppraiserGaw. Every day 
Gaw has reported for duty ana every day Leach 
has refused to assign him to duty. Gaw has 
done some talking to the newspapers, comp)lain- 
ing of Leach’s treatment of him, but to all in- 
guiries for his reasons Leach has returned the 
stereotyped reply, ‘I bava nothing to say.” 

The real facts leaked out to-day and they 
make a startling story. No one will be more 
surprised to see the story in print than Ap- 
praiser Leach and Assistant Appraiser Gaw. 
The fact is that secret investigation by special 
agents of the Treasury Department of very 
grave charges against Mr. Gaw’s official in- 
tegrity bas been going on in this city for 
several Gays past. The investig&tion has been 
conducted under the supervision of Appraiser 
Leach, by Speeial Agents Hanlon and Snanbe, 
at odd hours, in the clerk's reom in the third 
story of tue Appraiser’s Auilding, The princi- 
pal testimony in the case nas been taken. Its 
preparation in official documentary form has 
been completed, and it will ve forwarded to the 
Secretary of the Treasury to-morrow or on 
Thursday. 

Mr. Caw is not only charged with incapacity, 
but it is charged that he was implicated in 
the stealing of the samples in the Custom 
House, and that be betrayed tor money the 
testing secrets of the oftice to: commercial 
firms, and thus assisted in defrauding the 
Government of enormous sums of woney that 
should have been paidasduties. The polariscope. 
test was not then generally known. It was used 
by the Custom House Examiners in discover- 
ing the qualities of sugar and molasses. Mr. 
Gaw is said to have ‘been an adept in 
polarization. Gaw’s accusers claim that after 
testing in nis own office samples of suyar taken 
frem invoiced goods received at the Custom 
House he would make the official report of the 
points by whieh the quality of the sugar was 
measured contorm to estimates made by the 
pg yg It is charged that he did these 
things in return for bribes, and that thus the 
Government was defrauded of immense sums. 

Gaw did net hear that the investigation was 
under way until yesterday. He then made a 
demand to be heard, but was refused. It is pow 
alleged by Guw’s enemies that his appointment, 
whieh 80 much surprised the politicians, was 
received through the influence of the sugar im- 
porters in whose pay they say he formerly was. 
itis said that Appraiser Leach bas notitied the 
President that he must revoke Gaw’s appoiat- 
ment or accept Leach’s resignation. 

RPE ns ORR aT ON 
CHICAGO. BONDS BEGGING. 

CHICAGO, May 7.—The lowest premium ever 
paid for the city’s bonds was that of the First 
National Bank for $225,000 of water loan 
bonds, just marketed, the price being 102% 
The bonds are payable in twenty years, and 
draw 319 per cent. interest, but the payment 
to-day reduces the interest to 344 per cent. 
Controller Onahan ascribes the reduction to 
the neglect of the State to provide a ready 
market for local bonds, and not to any sbrink- 
age of the city’s creait. ‘“‘In New-York,” said 
the Controller, * there is a State law exempting 
New-York Citv bonds from tuxation, and re- 
quiring all savings and other corporations to 
invest their surplus .tunds in lovai securities. 
In this way New-York City bonds are alive on 
the market. People want them because they 
are uon-taxable, and corporations must Lave 
them. Thus every New-York corporation bas 
$2,000,000 to $5,000,600 of New-York City 
bended securities. _Iliinois has no such law, 
but has a law requiring the payment of all 
bunds in New-York. This is a discrimination 
against Chicago, which is now a great ftinancia 
centre. If some of these things were change 
it would be a great dea! better for Chicaye.” 





A TORNADO IS PROMISED. 

ST. PavL, Minn., May 7.—A violent wina- 
storm prevailed here all day. Signal Observer 
Lyons says: ‘Our returns from nearly all 
Northwestern points show a heavy wind blow- 
ing and increasing in force every minute. The 
direction is south, and what with the barometer 
Gepression prevailing over the whole of tiis re- 
gion, the conditions strongly point to a torn.do. 
In faet, they could not well be stronger. 

* At present the storm centre is moving this 
way, and I fancy we shall have a heavy record 
of damage from some of the outside districts. 
Of course, it is well to bear in mind that a tor- 
nado is one of the most uncertain things in the 
world. It is ‘possible to indicate the region in 
which it is likely to occur, but the precise local- 
ity it may strike cannot be determined in ad- 
vance.”’ 

Judging from the appearances of the moment, 
Observer Lyons was inclined to believe that 
the worst effects of the térnado would be ex- 
perienced north of the city. 





RED BANK’S ELEOTION, 

RED BANK, N. J., May 7.—The appointment of 
John H. Cook, editor of the Register, as Water 
Commissioner was a surprise to everybody, in- 
cluding himself. William Cullington, the re- 
tiring Town Treasurer, was slated for the posi- 
tion. 

The election yesterday was without much ex- 
citement owing to the absence of an opposition 
ticket for Commissioners. The new board of 
town officers is as follows: Mayor—Ex-Judge 
Samuel T. Hendrickson; Assistant Commission- 
ers—Jorseph T. Burrowes, William Applegate, 
George Wood, Jr., and Henry H. Curtis; Town 
Clerk—Albert C. Harrison; Inspectors of Elec- 
tion—John Lioyd and Henry Ek. GilL 

The only tight made was on the appropria- 
tion of $25,000 for extending the water mains 
and increasing the supply. This was carried 
by a large majority. ork will begin as soon 
as the bonds are placed.

There were 
640 by 437 feet of mill buildings, some of them 
two and three stories in height, destroyed.

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BUTLER LOADS HIS GUNS 


BUT DEFEATED AGAIN BY 
ADMIRAL PORTER. 

A BLUSTERING REPLY TO THE LATTER’S 

ATTACK AND MORE ACCUSATIONS 


QUICKLY AND EASILY DISPROVED. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—‘‘ The hero of Fort 
Fisher’ comes back to-day in reply to Admiral 
Porter’s breezy talk of yesterday, but his re- 
joinder is not so smart or complete as those aa- 
mirers of Butler would have expected from Mr. 
Davis’s pet. The “ Bold Ben” is angry enough 
to have the old epitnet of ** Beast Butler” ap 
plied again at having his failure as a military 
man paraded in the newspapers, but he dissem- 
bles and affects an air of playfulness in retort- 
ing upon Admiral! Porter. 

“Says Iwas drunk, does he?’ growled the 
General. ‘** Well, suppose ne does. His state- 
ment to thateffect will be satisfactory testi- 
mony to the contrary to those who know him.” 
Then he intimated thatthe fight was not yet 
over; in fact, it had only begun, although the 
General had not been able to reach his maga- 
zine while Porter has been firing at him. When 
he was asked how far advanced in intoxication 
he was when he made his speech on Porter, 
he sald: “Hadn’t started. That speeeh 
was written four or five days before it was de- 
livered and eopies of it were sent to the various 
morning papers in Bosten. These papers did 
not report my speech; they set it up from slips 
furnished them. The statements made by me 
were neither new nor unsupported, as Porter 
will find out before he gets through with this 
matter.” 

Then he sketched out, by aid of a map, his 
understanding of the naval and military forces 
about tae forts below New-Orleans. ‘* The dif- 
ference between Porter and myself,” he said, 
** is easily seen, and the public ought net to get 
its mental powers shaken by overthought 
I say that Porter ran away down 
the river because he was scared by 
that great floating dock, the Louisiana, 
a hulk that had no ‘machinery ana was unable 
to move of her own Volition. I say he warned 
my troops to get away a3 fast as possible, be- 
cause the rebels were after them, and he set us 


an example, which we did not follow, by taking 
the lead. This charge dces not rest on the un- 
supported testimony of any one Man.” 

Gen. Butler quoted from a historian who got 
his information ubout Gen. ** Butler in New- 
Orieans” frum Butler himself to prove that 
Porter bad been frightened, not only by the 
Louisiana, but also by the Manassas. ‘“‘ Why,” 
said he with emphasis, ‘* Porter himself has never 
denied that, Headmitsit. Attempting tosmooth 
it over somewhat, he says he was towing his 
mortar vessels down for a supply of shelis. 
‘There was no necessity for it. Four or tive 
steamers were below, ready at any time to 
bring him all the shells we had. Besides, what 
did he want With shells? The passage of the 
forts had been accomplished and, after that 
morning, he never fired a sbell. 

* Another excuse he gives for that hasty trip 
down the river 1s that he was on bis way round 
to the rear of the fortis. Now, what on earth, or 
on water, was be going to do there, The nearest 
point to which he could bring his mortar fleet 
was eight miles from the forts, and the inter- 
vening \istance was one dense forest. Did he 
propose to sheil the works that he couldn’t see 
by the aid of mortars that had not enough 
range to go much more than athird of the dis- 
tance? Tut, Tut! What a footisn liar he is. 

*T see he has called tohis aid a man named 
Higgins, and this worthy 1u 1872 writes a letter 
every word of waich is false. Who is this Hig- 
gins! Gen. Duncau wasin command ana he 
testified that the damage done to the forts was 
insignificant. ‘God is protecting us wonder- 
fully,’ says he in one of his last reports. 
After I arrived in New-Orleans 1 sent 
Lieut. Weitzel, the engineer officer en 
wy staff, to examine the forts and 
to let.me Know how muchit would cost to 
repair them. He reported, and the report is on 
tile that both Jackson and. 8t. Phillip were as 
defensible as they ever Were, the latter fort 
barely, being scratched. Yes, Weitzel. was a 
Lieutevaunt inen, although be had, years -before 
the war, built those strong fvurts. in those 
days promotion was slow in thé Engineer 
Carps. No man ever zgotto be a Captain until 
he was sixty. They didn’t drink themselves to 
death before that age, and they never got hurt 
any other way.” 

“I want te give Porter eredit,’ said Butler, 
*‘‘for having done agreatdeal. He generally 
obeyed orders, but he did run away. He is, [ 
understand, engaged iu preparing w full ex- 
pianation of this matter. [ hope he is. When 
he does, then it will be time enough for mos to 
wake a reply. If he doesn’t put his foot in it 
Ym very mueh mistaken. He can’t tell 
the truth, anyhow. He has attacked we 
like a blackguard, bus do not 
propese to make any such fight. This matter 
is guing to be settied, once fer all, and I’m going 
to settle it. L[ laid for him. and I’ve caught him, 
and”—and here the General looked as little like 
sir Boyle Roche as possible—"* he is as surely 
murdered as he lives. Either he or I will be 
held up to the execration of the people of these 
United States, and [assure you [do not fear 
the censeauences.” 

Gen. Butler wiil return to Boston in a few 
days. He intimates that by the time he reaches 
his home he will be in possession of all the ma- 
terial he needs toenable him to make a reply 
to Porter, and that ke expects to discharge a 
“broadside” at the Admiral. 

Adwiral Porter laughed heartily to-night over 
Butler’s accusations, F gre ange iy the state- 
ment that he was scared oft by the floating dock 
which the Confederates had converted into a 
sort of immenseram. The dock had been coy- 
ered with railroad iron and fiited with paddle 
wheels and alot of machinery. She was not 
in shape, however, to navigate theriver, except 
by the help of tugs. Admiral Porter said he 
had regarded this vwessel—which had been 
named the Loulsiana—as fully as formidable as 
the Merrimac, and he expected the enemy wouid 
senda her down the river. 

Instead of running away, however, he issued 
a general order to the fleet of nine Union steam- 
ers te be in readiness for the Louisiana, ana 
when she eame down they were all to make 
fast to herand drop their anchors. Men were 
detailed to pour musket Dalis into her port- 
holes, and others were assigned to the duty of 
boarding her at every available point. Porter 
did not believe the Louisiana conld drag the 
anchors of the nine steamere, and he considered 
that if she did some down stream she must in- 
evitably be captured. 

AS it was, the Louisiana was set on fire by the 
Confederates and came fleating down the stream 
while the articles of capitulation of Forts Jack- 
son and St. Philip were being drawn upin the 
Admiral’s cabin. Assbe came in sight Porter 
gave orders to the fleet to be reaay to 
sheer off and let her float by. He stepped 
into the cabin and remarked to the 
Confederate -oftieers that there seemed to be 
sharp practice somewhere, for the Louisiana 
was floating down, on fire, and would blow up. 
The officers replied that they were not responsi- 
ble for the Louisiana, as the naval officers dia 
not recognize their authority. While the 
articles of capitulation were being signed the 
Louisiana biew up, about fifty yards distant. 

Gen. Butler’s citation of Parton’s ‘*General 
Butler in New-Orleans” as corroborating his 
oharge seemed to amuse the Admiral. ‘‘ Why,” 
suid he, ‘Butler paid Parton to write that 
book.” 

“Of course,” continued the Admiral, taking 
up another of Butler’s assertions, * Fort St. 
Philip wasn’t hit by our shells. We didn’t fire 
at her. Fort Jackson was 6 fort we were 
after, and 1,300 shells were dropped 
rightin the centre of Fort Jackson. St. Philp 
was too far away, and, Desides, she was a very 
low fort, and the steamers could attend to her 
while sailing past.” 

Admiral Porter told, however, of one shell 
that did strike Fort Phillip, The fort had one 
ritiea gun that was giving the mortar boats a 
good deal of annoyance. Ae finally ordered a 
Inortar to be loaded with all the powder and 
shot it would carry and fired at the fort. The 
explosion of the big charge nearly wrecked the 
mortar boat, and he did not care to try that ex- 
periment again. But by what the Admiral 
called sheer good luck the shell thus fired 
siruck aquarely on the troublesome rifled gun 
upd made a complete wreck of it. 

Admiral Porter denied very emphatically all 
of Gen. Butler’s talk about being in New-Orleans 
ready to came down and receive the surrender 
o’ the forte. ‘How could Butler be there ahead 
of me,” said the Admiral, “when I towed him 
up there myself?’’ 

The Admiral’s description of Butler’s first ap- 
pesrance on the scene was anything but com- 
plimentary. Butler, according to Admiral Por- 
ter, came into bis cabin so very drunk that he 
could not talk coherently. He had a big stick 
with him, cut from # lemon tree, which he pro- 
posed to present to Porter. One of Butler's 
officers came in to ask permission to send some 
horses ashore and, with # string of coarse 
oaths, the General wanted to know if he was to 
be takeu for a liveryman and ordered the officer 
out of the cabin. Afterward Butler tried to 
give some orders to some of Porter's officers 
and expressed great surprise when he was told 
that he coula not give orders to the naval of- 
ficers, although he was sure no navy officer 
could give orders to him. 

Admiral Porter is entirely ready to meet any- 
thing elae Gen. Butler may covelude to say 
about the battle of New-Orfeans und hie share 
in that fight, although hs intimates a fear that 
tne General is losing hia mind and does not 
kaow what he is talking about

THE NEW WAGE SCALE WILL SHOW 
MATERIAL REDUCTIONS. 

PITTSBURG, May 7.—The new wage scale of 
some departments of the Carnegie mills, nota- 
bly that at Homestead, to go into effect July 1, 
will disclese material reductions. It is gen- 
erally understood that Andrew Carnegie’s pres- 
ence in the city at this time is owing not a little 
to the imtended revision of the seale. The re- 
port is that the reduction of wages is based on 
the increased output due to the intreduetion of 
machinery. 

It is known that certain employes paid ac- 
cording to tonnage are drawing now $50 where 
before machinery was introduced $10 was their 
average weekly éarnings. . 

itis this. class.of employes who will have to 
share their earnings with the company. It will 
be several weeks before the scale will be pre- 
sented to the mer. The big steel works at Home- 
stead are controlled by the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron’ and Steel Workers, and any 
attempt to interfere with the scale wil! be re- 
sisted by that powerful orgauization. 

At Carnegie’s Braddock works the men are 
unorganized and the firm makes money, but at 
Homestead Mr. Carnegie has publicly declared 
he has no profits. ‘his is presumed to be the 
cause of the proposed revision of wages. About 
— Ihnen are employed at the Homestead 
works. 

Mr. Carnegie is pleased with his appointment 
88amemberof the South American Commis- 
sion. On May 15 he will sail for Paris for the 
purpose of securing statisties concerning com- 
mercial matters in the South American States, 
in Paris, he says, he can get about all the infor- 
ination he requires and get it much easier than 
if he should ge to South America for it.

THIRTEEN VAI UABLE HORSES LOST IN 


CAPT. MOORE’S STABLES. 

Paris, Ky., May 7.—The stables of Capt. 
Thomas E. Moore, at his stock farm, The Cedars, 
near Shawhan, Bourbon County, were burned 
last night, and with them thirteen head of the 
tinest trotting stuck in the State. The cause of 
the fire is unksaown, but it is thought that 
@ match was drvupped in one of the stables and 
a horse stepped On it. 

The followingis a list of the horses burned 
and their prices: Kentueky Hambletonian, six 
years old, $10,000; Von Wilkes, two years old, 
$15,000; Bismarck Mambrino, five years old, 
$3,000; Bourbon Bismarck, four years old, 
$4,000; Star Bismarck, three years old, $2,500; 
Count Bismarck, two years ola, $2,000; Beur- 
bon Mark, one year old, $2,000; Perfection, 
three years old, $1,500. 

The horses named above were owned exclu- 
sively by Capt. Moore, whose toval loss is 
$42,000, 

Other horses burned were Dr. Crawford’s colt 
Bismarck Pilot, $4,000; Moore & Coliins’s 
Lilke, five years old, $1,000; Moore & Jonnsun’s 
colt, three years old, $1,000; Cedars colt, 
three years old, $500; atable, &c., $1,500. 
‘Total loss, $50,500. 

There was no iusurance on stock or buildings. 
The stable of the great stalliom Victor Von Bis- 
iarck was isolated, and he escaped injury, as 
did, also, Twilight. Only one yearling was 
burned, and Capt. Moore has his ether year- 
lings and brood mares left. Capt. Moore says 
Von Wilkes was the best two-year-old he ever 
saw and his dam was the best brood mare of 
waieh he has Knowledge. Ho feels his loss very 
severely.

QUAY TO BE BOLDLY MET 


PLANS 10 OFFSET HIS DEAL 
WITH THE BRBW RS. 
PROHIBITIONISTS ARE® THOROUGHLY 
AROUSED AND THEY MEAN TO MAKE 
THINGS LIVELY IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

“The alliance between the Republican 
Party and the brewers, and distillers in Penn- 
sylyania, in opposition to the prohibition 
amendment to the Constitution, scon to ba 
voted upon,” said the Rev. Dr. L K. Funk, edi- 
tor of the Voice, yesterday, “is of the exact 
character of certain other alliances which have 
taken place under similar circumstanees. It ia 
a fact that in Oregon, where the prohibition 
amendment was voted upon a year ago last 
Fall, and where, as is generally true, the Re- 
publican Party eontained a larger proportion of 
temperance men than the Democratic Party, 
the majority against the amendment in the 
thirteen Democratic counties was only 100, 
while in the fourteen Republican counties 16 
was 7,000, showing that there was some unnat- 
ural pewer at work in the matter. 

“In West Virginia tast Fall, where the same 
relative proportions of temperance men iu the 
two parties exist, of 10,0U0 ballots that were 
counted, it was found that 42 per cent, of the 
Democrats had voted for the amendment ani

VERMONT’S SCHOOL LAW. 
ae es EE Se: 
A RADICAL CHANGE IN THE EDUCA« 
TIONAL SYSTEM. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., May 7.—The Vermont Legis- 
lature at its last session made a radical change 
in the entire school system of the State, repéal- 
ing all old statutes relating to both school mau- 
agement and school iaw. After this year the 
text books in use will be the same in all towns, 
instead of each town selecting its own books, 
Distriets are empowered to employ apecial in- 
struetors in vocal music, and mwusicis to be 
taught by the regular teacher. The principal 
change, however, is the abolishment of the 
office of Town Superintendent and the creation 
of a County Board of Education, consisting of 


one member from eaci tewn. chosen at the an- 
nual town meetings, and whose ebiet functions 
are the selection of text books and the election 
or County Supervisors of Senoois. 

The salary of Supervisor is $1,200, except iu 
three small counties. where itis from $200 to 
$800. The Supervisor will have immediate 
supervision of the schoois in the county, and 
he is required to visit each district and note the 
progress made. Heis also to observe the con: 
dition of the schoo! buildings and their appoint 
ments, and make such. recommendations to the 
officers of the district as he shall deem neces- 
sary. Heis required to see that towns comply 
withthe lawin the appropriation, apporticn- 
ment, and expenditure of funds from towv 
treasuries. for the support of schools, and 
be may recommend changes in the bound 
aries of school districts. The super 
visor is to conduct teachers’ examina 
tions and issue certificates to suc’: as pass the 
required test, and he is to revoke or annul the 
certificate of any teacher whom he finds in- 
competent to teach orgovern aschool He may 
be called upon by the State Superintendent to 
conduct teachers’ institutes in hie own or other 
counties. He can require the attendance of all 
teachers in any town on any Saturday during 
term time, to meet for instruction in school 
work and @chool methods, and on the request of 
teaehers he must meet them for that purpose, 
He may investigate as tothe employment of 
children of sehool age in mills and factories 
contrary to law. 

No school can be held in the county between 
the last duy of June and:the last day in August 
without special permission of the Superintend- 
ent. The election of Supervisors occurred to- 
day as follows: Addison County—E. A. Hassel- 
tine, Bristol; Bennington County—Prof. E. W. 
Howe, Nortn Bennington; Caledonia County—

H. E. Rusted; Richford; Granvilie Oeunty— 
J. W. Redmond, Hyde Park; Orange County— 
G. W. Goodhue, Wells River; Orleans 
County—Mason Stene, Westfield; Ratiand 
County—W. F. Walker, Proctor; Washington 
County—the Rev. I. P. Booth, Northfield; Wind- 
ham Coucnty—P. H. Holt, Hinsdale; Windsor 
County—/. H. Dunbar, White River Junction. 
The State Superintendent is Edwin F. Palmer 
of Waterbury. The new law is regarded as an 
experiment, and the resultof its adoption is

Mr. HARRI6ON received a contribution to

Senator RaInEs’s statement that opposi- 
tion to the bill allowing an electric manu- 
facturing plant to be placed under Niagara 
Falls was founded on ‘‘mere sentiment” 
has a very familiar and rather nauseating 
sound. Such men as he have a great con- 
tempt for ‘“‘mere sentiment,” and look 
upon Niagara Falls ‘as so much wasted 
water power. They would probably like 
to see it surrounded with factories and 
utilized to... ~ate machinery and furnish 
electric power and all sorts of practical 
and profitable things. But the whole idea of 
the reservation and the preservation of the 
natural scenery at the great cataract and 
the keeping out of corp. rations is founded 
on sentiment and nothing but sentiment. 
Nobody needs to deny it or be ashamed of 
it. Sentiment is quite a respectable thing, 
and may have uses as high and ennobling 
as those of electricity. Mr. Ratngs’s bill 
was recommitted to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee last night, which means its death, 
but its fate was not made so ignominious 
98 it deserved. 








If the Republican Party in Pennsylvania 
or any other State chooses to takes its po- 
sition against the policy of prohibition by 
constitutional amendment or otherwise 
and to oppose it openly by argument and 
Treason, there can be no ground for com- 


dered at that the resentment of Prohibi- 
tionists and temperance men generally is 
excited. In fact, such tactics are not un- 
likely to beget a reaction in favor of the 
pending amendment and. are certain to 
make the Prohibitionists hold the Repub- 
lican Party responsible for its defeat. They 
have been aroused already to circulate a 
pledge not only to held the party responsi- 
ble, but to vote against it at the next elec- 
tion if the amendment is defeated. As a 
very large proportion of the supporters of 
the amendment generally vote the Repub- 
lican ticket, this may have a serious effect, 
It is at least likely to offset all the advan- 
tage to be derived from the money of the 
brewers and distillers, and to result in 
Qvuay’s tactics doing his party more harm 
than good. 





The detail of Lieut. Guy» Howarp, 
Twelfth Infantry, as Aide de Camp on the 
staif of his father, Major Gen. O. O. How- 
ARD, at Governor’s Island, will confirm the 
belief that the policy of Secretary PRoc- 
TOR in tais matter is somewhat different 
from that of his predecessor. Secretary 
ENpIcoTT adhered with the utmest strict- 
ness to the regulation he made limiting to 
four years'the term of an aide, and requir- 
ing alike period of servicé with his com- 
pany or regiment before being again eligi- 
ble for detail to staff duty. He did not 
even except from its operation the Lieu- 
tenant General. The one apparent conces- 
sion a few months ago in favor of Capt. 
SANGER was really not a departure from 
the rule, as his temporary retention at Gen. 
SCHOFIELD’s headquarters was for the com- 
pletion of specific work. Secretary ENDI- 
COTT was strongly impressed with the idea 
that as wide a distribution as possible 
among line officers of the experience and 
also of the variety and the enjoyments of 
staff duty was more important to the wel- 
fare of the army than the preferences of the 
General officers for retaining old aides. But 
one of the earliest acts of Secretary PRoc- 
TOR was to allow the return of Lieut. ScHo- 
FIELD to the staff of Gen. SCHOFIELD at the 
latter’s request, and this was followed by 
the return of Capt. RoBERTs to the staff of 
Gen. CROOK at the latter’s request, while 
the return of Capt. BOURKE has been asked 
by the same officer. Now the action in re- 
gard to Lieut. Howarp, who was formerly 
a member of his father’s staff, confirms 
the impression that, although the old rule 
has not been formally abrogated, the wishes 
ot General officers in this respect will re- 
ceive much consideration. 








Mr. PARNELL’s explanation yesterday of 
his astonishing confession last week would 
have been very wellif it had been made at 
the time. But as an afterthought it is 
highly unsatisfactory. He distinctly ad- 
mitted that he had made a misstatement 
for the purpose of misleading the House of 
Commons. His subsequent attempt to show 
that the statement was. not a misstate- 
ment, even if it were successful, could 
not do away with the damaging effect of 
that admission. The importance of the ex- 
planation lies mainly in the proof it affords 
that PARNELL did not intend political sui- 
cide by his confession. Otherwise he 
would net undertake to retrieve the blun- 
der which he now sees it to have been. That 
so shrewd and cautious 4 man should not 
have fereseen it to be a blunder leaves the 
incident as unaccountable as ever. 





The meeting of the National Liberal Club 
in London yesterday gave occasion for one 
of the strangest illustrations of the effect 
upon English opinion of the collapse of the - 
Times’s case against PARNELL. The club 
had contained Unionists as well as Glad- 
stonians, and had already resolved that it 
was inexpedient tatake sides with either 


faction. Yesterddy. this declaration 
was rescinded, and the club is, in 
effect, committed to Mr. GLADSTONE’S 


programme, ‘including the grant of home 
rule to Ireland. Not less: striking in its 
way is the election of Mr. PARNELL as a 
life member of the club. Indeed, it is even 
more striking as showing the partisanship 
of the club, for anybody who was not more 
or less blinded by partisanship would have 
held Mr. PARNELL’s confession of having 
made a deliberate misstatement as at least 
unciubbable conduct. 








THE NEW CIVIL SERVICE COM- 
MISSION. 


The appointments by the President to the 
vacancies in the Civil Service Cemmission 
could hardly be better. There were two 
men to be chosen—one, according to the 
accepted interpretation of the law, a Re- 
publican, and the othera Democrat. As the 
former Mr. HARRISON has named My. THEO- 
DORE ROOSEVELT of New-York and as the 
latter Mr. HuaH S. THompson of Seuth 
Carolina. Of Mr. RoostvE.t’s Republic- 
anism there can be no: rational- doubt, 
though it does not always conform te the 
standard of the district ‘ leaders.” These 
latter, indeed, have very lately visit- 
ox: him with much _ scornful dis- 
approval because he was understood 
to thimk and to have said that the 
only proper thing to de in the New-York 
Post Office was te reappoint Mr. PEARSON, 
and if that were not dene the only decent 
thing remaining was to promote the most 
fitameng Mr. PEARSON’s trained subordi- 
nates. This, of course, like many other 
things that Mr. RoosEVELT has done or 
said in regard to political matters, was not 
in harmony with the prevailing sentiment 
ameng the active workers of his party, 
and, though there was in it notinge of the 
unpardonable sin of ‘* Mugwumpery,” there 
was enough of simple honesty and plain 
common sense to be very offensive to the 
managers and the workers. But it is per- 
fectly safe 10 say that Mr. ROOSEVELT is as 
consistent, as enthusiastic, and as radical a 
Republican as could be found among those 
posssessing his intelligence and self-respect. 

Mr. THOMPSON, the Democratic appointee, 
is well known to our readers. Itis an act 
of some courage on the President’s part to

Heis, and. has been fer many 
years, profoundly convinced ef the wisdom 
of the civil service. reform law and of.the 
pressing need for its enactment, enforce- 
ment, and extended application. He is, 
moreover, familiar with the reform system, 
and ought to be able to render good service 
in the practical details of the work of the 
commission. It 1s not without cheerful 
significance that the State. of South 
Carolina should have supplied’ to 
the Civil Service Commission, in 
Messrs. TRENHOLM and | FHOMPSON, 
two of the most efficient promoters of the 
reform system; it is an evidence of civic 
suundness in the State that led in the 
rebellion, and, before the rebellion, in the 
slavery propaganda, It was, of course, of 
the. last importance that the Democratic 
member of the commission should represent 
the reform element 1n his party and not the 
reactionary element. Had the reverse been 
the case, and had there been, also, a weak 
or a treacherous Republican placed on the 
commission, it would have been fatal to 
any hope that this Administration would 
even maintain the reform within the 
narrowest limits of technical and formal 
requirements, to say nothing of the possi- 
bility of advancing it. 





As it is, with the commission constituted 
of Mr. THOMPSON, Mr. ROOSEVELT, and Mr. 
LyMaN—for we take it he is to remaim—it 
will be, to aJl practical intents and pur- 
poses, the citadel of the reform. Itis only 
fair to Mr. HARRISON to infer that the 
spirit that prompts him to these excellent 
selections will move him to support the 
commission in its work. But it must be 
borne in mind that the President himself 
will have enormous difficulties to contend 
with, thatin any honest promotion of re- 
form he is not vuly absolutely without sup- 
port among the active politicians of his 
party, but must face their determined and 
cunning opposition, and that he had not, 
up to the moment of these appointments, 
done anything to prove his power, or even 
his wish, to defy this opposition, while he 
had done much and permitted more that 
was in the interest of the opposition. It 
will be the task of the Republican 
members of the commission, and partic- 
ularly of Mr. ROOSEVELT, who has the 
party prestige that Mr. LYMAN has not, to 
uphold the President in support of the re- 
form, and even, perhaps, to hold him to 
such support. Beyond this it will be the 
task of the ‘whole commission to watch 
with unceasing vigilance the administra- 
tion of the system by the men who, in the 
various and many offices, must be intrusted 
therewith. The commission should have 
much to do with the organization of the’ 
examining boards, with the methods pur- 
sued by these boards, and particularly with 
the maintenance of such complete and ac- 
curate records as will enable them to fix 
responsibility definitely for any error, neg- 
lect, er unfaithfulness in the work of these 
boards and of the appointing officers. This 
trying and complex task they will have to 
perform for the present with inadequate 
means, so that the prospect before them is 
inspiriting only in the sense that obstacles 
to the attainment of a good end are in- 
spiriting te men of convictivun and courage. 








NO CHANCE OF EXCISE LEGIS- 
LATION. 


Yesterday the Assembly concurred in the 
Senate amendments to the Excise bill, and 
it will go to the Governor with the original 
title, ““An act to revise and consolidate 
the laws forsuppressing intemperance and 
for regulating the sale of intoxicating 
liquors,” but it differs materially in many 
points from the bill prepared by the com- 
mission. The original bill was intended to 
become a law. That which goes to the 
Governer is apparently intended to be 
vetoed. The Commissioners endeavored to 
frame a law which would materially in- 
crease the fees for licenses and put new 
restrictions upon the liquor traffic, but 
which would not be so stringent as 
to excite fermidable opposition and 
invite attack from either political party. 
The fact that the Governor was not 
only a Democrat but under special obliga- 
tions to the liquor interests seems to have 
been taken into account, and an effert was 
madé te present 2 measure that he might 
be induced to approve. Aside from some 
small defects, which were easily remedied, 
the commission bill had the merit at least 
of putting the excise law of the State in 
clear and concise form and effecting a de- 
cided improvement upon its present condi- 
tion. 

There were two courses open to the Re- 
publican majority in the Legislature, either 
of which could be fairly defended. They 
could set up a specific and consistent party 
policy of high license and local option, and 
frame a measure in accordance with it, 
knowing that the Governor would veto it, 
or they could endeavor to secure such im- 
provement of the present law as was prac- 
ticable under existing circumstances. In the 
former case they would declare their posi- 
tion and make a clear issue with the oppo- 
nents of their policy, which could be carried 
into future political contests in the 
State and fought out. In the latter case 
they had only to accept the Commission 
bill, aveid making it a party question, and 
try to get such. changes for the better in 
the law as the Governor and his party 
would assent to. 


But the Republicans have taken neither of 
these two courses. The Excise Committee 
of the Assembly dallied with the subject 
for a long time. “Its Chairman concocted a 
bill of his own asa substitute for that of 
the commission, which had neither the 
merits of the latter nor those of a genuine 
high-license measure. Then a caucus com- 
mittee took hold of the matter and deter- 
mined to make a party question even on 
the Commission bill. But for that purpose 
they went to work and changed the bill to 
make it less acceptable to opponents of a 
stringent policy. They cut outits more liber- 
al provisiens, and among other things made 
it impossible to issae general liquor licenses 
fer saloons, except in cities. When the bill 
passed the Assembly all the Democratic 
members voted against it, and it was pretty 
sure of encountering a veto, but the Senate 
made the matter certain by new amend- 
ments, one of which Republicans in the 
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‘certain 





‘Assembly felt bound to condemn while | 


accepting it in erder to get the bill through 
in some shape, 

This last amendment gives the Governor 
a ground for objection to which no answer 
can be made by the advocates of ‘temper- 
ance legislation.’ No license is required for 
manufacturers to sell in quantitiés of five 
gallons or more, but two years ago an act 
was passed prohibiting such sales in towns 
where the people vote against granting 
licenses. That is to say, if the people de- 
clare for prohibition in their town, there 
can not only be no saloons for retailing 
liquor there, but there can be no manu- 
facturing and selling, five gallons or more 
at a time, for distribution and consumption. 
The Governer took occasion in signing 
this five-gallon act to commend it as con- 
sistent temperance legislation, calculated 
to make local option effective. In amend- 
ing the pending bill the Senate has prac- 
tically nullified this five-gallon law -by 
declaring that manufacturers in no-license 
towns may sell in quantities of five gallons 
or more to persons not resident in those 
towns. This reiaxes the existing law at 
an important point in the interest of 
local liquor manufacturers, 
mainly in Steuben County. It makes 
the Republican position incensistent 
and ridiculous, and gives the Governor 
a chance to veto the bill on a ground 
which temperance people cannot criticise. 
Whether or not it is done to make sure 
of a vete of the bill, it will have that 
effect, and at the same time it will pre- 
vent the Republicans from deriving any 
advantage from the Governor’s action. 
They will be left in the position of hav- 
ing made no effort at all on behalf of 
high license and no earnest and honest 
effort for an improvement in excise legis- 
lation. Their whole course with reference 
to the subject will be open to the imputa- 
tion of bad faith. 











POOLING AND THE LAW. 

Whoever follows the reports of the testi- 
mony taken by the Senate Cemmittee on 
Inter-State Commerce must be impressed 
mainly by the difficulty and intricacy of 
the problem of which the inter-State com- 
merce law was an attempt at a solution, 
Perhaps Mr. FINk’s testimony is more en- 
lightening than that of any other witness, 
for Mr. FInk is not only a clear-headed and 
apparently a fair-minded man, with at 
least as great a knowledge of the sub- 
ject as anybody possesses, but he is a 
“railroad man” simply; that is to say, 
he represents the interests of railroads, and 
not of any particular railroad. All the 
other experts who have appeared or who 
will appear before the commission are ani- 
mated by the desire to get the largest share 
of profitable business for their respective 
lines, and their opinions, and even their 
statements of fact, are inevitably and un- 
consciously colored by that desire. 

What is most notable in Mr. FinK’s testi- 
mony is his admission that the withdrawal 
of certain railroads from the competition 
would have no effect upon the people as 
passengers and as shippers of freight. ‘It 
was convenient,” he said, ‘‘to have the 
Grand Trunk, but if the Grand Trunk and 
half a dozen other roads did not exist it 
would be of no consequence to the shipper.” 
Now, confessedly the object of the pooling 
arrangements of which Mr. FINK has bad 
charge was to mitigate the competitien be- 
tween the roads, and it has been as- 
sumed that this mitigation is in some 
way in the interest ef the public, regarded 
not merely as stockholders and bondhold- 
ers, which only a small fraction of them in 
fact are, but regarded also as shippers and 
producers and comsumers, a description that 
includes everybody. If competition had its 
way unrestrained by pooling arrangements 
and differentials, the roads that had the 
best facilities for doing the competitive 
business would do it all, and the shippers 
and producers and consumers would take 
no injury. Nevertheless, the strong roads 
consent to the pooling arrangemenis, 
and Mr. FINK explains why they do so. 
lt is because ‘‘the poorer a railroad 
is the more dangerous it is as a 
competitor.” A read of which. the stock 
has been wiped out altogether and the pay- 
ment of interest on the bonds is question- 
able has an evident advantage over one 
that is not only required to pay interest en 
its bonds out of its earnings, but dividends 
on its stock- also. Of course, the strong 
roads do not allow differentials to the weak 
roads to compensate for their natural or 
artificial disadvantages out of benevolence 
and philanthropy. They do it out of fear 
of the weak roads of which Mr. FINK as- 
sures us that the weaker they are the more 
formidable they are. 

Itis to be borne in mind, however, that 
the strength of a railroad does not proceed 
exelusively or mainly from its superior fa- 
cilitiesfor handling competitive business. 
Its protits depend much more upon the pro- 
ductiveness of its own exclusive tield. The 
richest road is that which is the most care- 
fully laid out and the best built, so as to 
bring its operating expenses to the lowest 
possible point, through a country the traf- 
fic of which will sustain it. This was very 
strikingly brought eut by an answer 
of Mr. KING, the President of the Erie, who, 
after complaining of the loss by his road of 
the amount formerly derived by it from the 
pool, explained that *‘ the through compet- 
itive business is small after all in compari- 

‘son with other kinds of business. We make 
more money out of the 100,000,000 tons 
of coal than we do out of all our through 
business.” 

Undoubtedly the opinion of the railroad 
men is that by prohibiting pooling the law 
has done harm to the railroads, but it has 
evidently done this by restoring to its legit- 
imate influence the principle of competi- 
tion. This is what the President of the 
Erie meant by saying that ‘‘the effect of 


the inter-State law has been to weaken the.

This is exactly what ought to hap- 
pen in the interest of the public. Even Mr. 
FINK, in spite of his protests against the 
prohibition of peoling, owned that what

A CHICKAMAUGA PARK. 

The gathering of officers, Union and Con- 
federate, on the field of Chickamauga is 
not only of interest, but of much historical 
importance. Probably no battle of equal 
magnitude in the civil war is less under- 
stood in its details. During the two days, 
‘Sept. 19 and 20, 1863, the Union losses in 
killed and wounded, according to Col. 
PHISTERER, amounted to 10,906, and the 
prisoners and missing breught the total to 
15,851, while the same anthority puts the 
Confedérate losses at 17,804, of which num- 
ber about 16,000 must have been killed or 
wounded. There are other estimates that 
place the loss on each side higher. It takes 
rank, therefore, among the great battles of 
the war. Yet not alittle in regard to its 
conduct is obscure, and it was largely be- 
cause of the still prevailing doubts and dis- 
putes that the War Department assigned 
certain officers of the regular army to visit 
the scene of the conflict. They were 
joined by many distinguished soldiers who 
had fought at Chickamauga on one side or 
the other, and these competent witnesses 
have been engaged in carefully tracing out 





movements of troops, and, in short, perform- 
ing much the same sort of work of identi- 
fication that has been performed at Gettys- 
burg. 

This work will in time tend to settle dis- 
putes of a different sort which have arisen 
in regard to Chickamauga. It is a battle 
which has provoked much criticism. The 
Comte de Paris, for example, finds fault 
with Braae for slowness and obstinacy or 
blindness to facts, and with RosEcRaNs for 
quitting the field and prematurely giving 
up the baitle. He criticises PoLk for want 
of method in his’ attacks, and mentions 
several Union commanders who appear to 
much less advantage on this field than 
usual.’ But whatever the shortcomings of 
the latter, they only set off the splendid 
soldiership of THOMAS, always greatest in 
supreme exigencies. It was he who saved 
a Union defeat from becoming prodigious 
disaster, and well won the name of ** Rock 
of Chickamauga.” Of course, the present 
examinations of the ground would be worse 
than valueless if not conducted in the in- 
terest and with the spirit of absolute his- 
torical verity, whatever reputations may be 
marred thereby. 

But. the proposalnow made to “‘ secure the 
entire field for a national park, comprising 
about twelve square miles,” involves other 
considerations. There is something at- 
tractive, no doubt, in such a project for the 
West, but the question will arise whether 
Chiekamaugais exactly the best selection for 
such-a commemorative purpose. It appears 
to lack, at any. rate, that element of decisive- 
ness which some other great engagements 
not yet so eommemorated possess. Tactic- 
ally it was a Union defeat, yet it did not 
prevent the campaign of RosECRANS from 
teaching its original objective. The object 
of that campaign was the possession of 
Chattanooga, and into this place the Union 
army fell back,-although so weakened by 
its defeat as to be shortly afterward 
besieged in the mountain stronghold it had 
sought. Another battle became neces- 
sary in that same regien, and this 
resulted in GRANT’S victory at Mission- 
ary Ridge. In the case of Gettysburg 
there were peculiar reasous why the 
battlefield should be made public property. 
The magnitude of the issues depending on 
it, the decisiveness of the result, the very 
fact that it was ‘‘the high-water mark” of 
Confederate armed aggression, combine to 
give it a special character. Then the skill 
and valor with which it was fought out on 
both sides make it really a field for victors 
and vanquished alike to be proud of. 
Chickamauga can hardly be considered the 
Gettysburg of the West. In point of aggre- 
gate losses it was surpassed by Murfrees- 
borough, and it was so little decisive as to 
be immediately followed by supplementary 
operations culminating at Missionary 
Ridge. Still, it has certain advantages for 
the present scheme; and whatever may be 
the view taken of the propriety of selecting 
this site for the battlefield park of the 
West, honest and accurate topographical 
work done there will be of great historical 
value. 








Many queer surmises are coming from 
Berlin nowadays as to what America “ de- 
mands” about Samoa or what Germany 
will consent to. Yesterday the curious 
statement was made that Germany would 
agree to the reinstatement of MALIETOA, 


would purchase the German plantations or 
guarantee payment should the Samoans 
buy them. Why our Gevernment is ex- 
pected to go into land speculations in the 
South Seasit is impossible to conceive. Had 
it wanted real estate in Samoa it might 
have had local consent to annex the whole 
group gratuitously yoars ago. Some of the 
German commentators evidently cannot 
understand that our policy is not to found 
colonies or own lands in other parts of the 
world. To-day’s statement by. cable of our 
supposed demands is also singular. These 
inelude ‘‘ the neutrality of Samoa,” which 
is already conceded even in the separate 
agreement of Great Britain and Germany 
as to Pacific islands, as well as in the nego- 
tiations of the three treaty powers, and our 
Commissioners are also ‘‘ to urge the claim of 
the United States to the right to establish a 
coaling station at Pango-Pango,” which was 
long ago expressly conceded to us by treaty, 
and which nobody ever dreamt of disput- 
ing. Accordingly, why our Commissioners 
should need to “urge” this claim now is a 


mystery. 


KILLED AT+ ULIFTON. 
John Reynolds, a well-known resident of 
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HEAVY GUNS AT PREKSKILL. 
A STATE BATTERY WILL BE ERECTED 
BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

It is the scheme of the military authori- 
ties at Albany to make of the military post at 
Peekskill-on-the-Hudson a second West Point, 
not merely in miniature, but in detail, accesso- 
ries, and surroundings. In beauty of location 
the Peekskill encampment is unsurpassed; in 
availability for the purposes to which is 
has been appropriated it is unequaled; 
in faeility of access, combined with the 
isolation essential to productive results, it 
stands without a rival among the permanent 
camp grounds of the country. Its natural ad- 
vantages are practically illimitable, and it only 
remains to taxe advantage of these to consii- 
tute. the scheme of the Albany authorities an 
assured fact. An important step in this direc- 
tion has just been taken. : 

Visitors to the military post during the sea- 
son shortly to be inaugurated, whether soldiers 
or civilians, will discover tangible evidence of 
this determination in the “ Hill Battery” or sea- 
coast guns and murtars, the erection of which 
has just been begun. This battery is to be situ- 
ated on the pointof land. abutting upon and 
immediately to the left of the main entrance to 
the camp ground. This addition to the edu- 
cational facilities of the encampment is to be 
erected by the United States Government, with- 
out expense to the State, under the direction 
and personal supervision of Capt. John A. 
Greer of the Ordnance Corps, formerly Chief 
Ordnance Officer of the Department of the Mis- 
sourl, 

The location of this battery was determinea 
upon by Adjt. Gen. Porter and Brig. Gen. 
Joshua M. Varian, Chief of Ordnance, State of 
New-York, who yesterday visited Peekskill in 
company with Capt, Greer for that purpose, 
The battery was secured from the General 
Gevernment in acrordance with a statute 
passed in 1882 granting to each and every sea- 
board State maintaining a permanent camp 





ground, upon application, the necessary 
guns and é wmortars, together with an 
appropriation of $5,000 for erecting the 


structure required for placing them properly in 
Position. It waa further determinea by the 
State officers named that the titie of the new 
adjunct of the encampment should be the “ Hill 
Battery,” in recognition of the Commander-in- 
Chief during whose administration its use was 
secured to the, National Guard. The batter 
will consist of two ten-inch Rodman guns ns 
four ten-inch seacoust mortars. The weight 
of the guns is 7,500 pounds each, 
and that of the mortars 1,900 pounds 
each. Both guns and  wmortars carry 
&® ninety-pound shell, with a charge of from ten 
to twenty pounds of eannon powder for the 
tormer, and from one and one-half to four 
pounds for the latter. Tne armament will be 
wounted on a parapet 250 feet in length, 15 feet 
thick, and 5 feet in height, in frent’ of which a 
ditch 15 feet wide and 5 feet deep will be con- 
structed, thus giving a height of 10 feet to be 
climbed in the event of the battery being 
stormed. In the centre of the parapet 
the magazine will be situated, and so con- 
structed as to form a traverse. The eompleted 
structure is promised to be highly ornamental, 
and while it 18 to be built wholly of timber and 
earth it is claimed that it will prove equal to 
every demand likely te be made upon it for at 
least ten years, and probably fora longer period. 
The guns, which are to be drawn from some of 
the fortifications in New-York Harbor, while 
old as to pattern, will, nevertheless, be prac- 
tically new, they being selected from Gevern- 
meut stock on hand which has never been used. 
Later on it is hoped that they may beex: hanged 
for breech-loading guns of modern style. 

The establishment of this battery at Peekskill 
is expected not only to give a practical impulse 
to theinstruction of the militia in the prineipies 
of seacoast defense, butit is expected that by 
its means officers of the Nationai Guard may be- 
come still further interested by military studies 
and pursuits and be led to apply themselves, 
under competent instructions, to the tracing 
and profiling of other fortifications to be con- 
structed by the troops under their command, so 
that in the end the military post of the State of 
New-York shall rival West Point in the extent 
and completeness of its equipment 

While it is quite unlikely that the ten-inch 
guns will be employed other than for purposes 
of drilland the firing of blank ammuuition in 
salutes In consequence of the danger to river 
craft, mertar shel! practice, it is calculated, can 
be safely indulged in. A scheme has been sug- 
gestea for the latter in whieh plaster of paris 


shells of the requisite weight are to be 
used, the projectiles being dropped into 
the marsh immediately in front of the 


battery. For Fourth of July occasions and the 
jike it.is proposed that these shelis shall be 
loaded with colored fires, which, exploding in 
midair, will produce a charming pyrotechnie 
eifect. When the battery shail have been com- 
pleted it is probable that a succession of details 
from the artillery arm of the State will be as- 
signed to man it during the National Guard en- 
campment season. But three States other than 
New-York have seacoast batteries; namely, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Mississippl. 
Preparations for the opening of the 1889 tour 
of duty at Peekskill have already begun, a 
large torce of workmen, under charge of Col. 
Spencer, being engaged in putting the grounds 
in order and erecting the camp preparatory to 
the coming of the troops. Dry rot has worked 
havoc with the mess hall, and while it is possi- 
ble that the bullaing may be shored up so as to 
render it safe to use during the coming Sum- 
mer, @ new brick building is imperatively 


needed. To effect this and other needed 
improvements in the water supply and 
the drainage system an appropriation 


of at least $25,000 is required to be made by 
the Legislature. The camp will be opened by 
the Seventh Regiment on Saturday, June 22, 
the tour of Col. Clark’s command extending to 
the Saturday following. The organizations 
whieh will follow the Seventh are the Ninth, 
Twelfth, twenty-second, Twenty-third, Forty- 
seventh, and Seventy-fourth Regiments, and 
twelve separate companies of infantry, to be 
formed into three battalions and incorporated 
with @ like numoer of the smaller regiments, 
but the exact order of succession has not yet 
been dvutermined by the Adjutant General. The 
entire season willeover eight weeks of actual 
time. 


ELECTRICAL EXECUTIONS. 








DYNAMOS BOUGHT FOR AUBURN, SING 
SING, AND CLINTON PRISONS. 

Upon the tinal conviction and sentence 
of the first person guilty of murder committed 
after the lst of last January the State will be 
ready to execute the murderer without delay. 
The eleetrical apparatus has been bought, and 
will bo erested in each of the three State 
prisons, Auburn, Clinton, and Sing Sing, ina 
tew days. 

Gen. Austin Lathrop, Superintendent of State 
Prisons, closed the trade with Harold P. Brown, 
the electrician of this city, at Albany yesterday. 
The cost will.be about $8,000, $2,000 less than 
the State appropriated. Mr. Brown sold to the 
State three Westinghouse dynamos. These pro- 
duce what is Known as the ‘‘ alternating” cur- 
rent, in contradistinction to the “continuous” 
and ‘pulsating’ currents. They are dynamos 
which were made for electric lighting, and have 
each a pressure of 1,000 “volts.” It has been 
demonstraied that the alternating current will 
kill at 140 volts. 

In addition toa Westinghouse dynamo each 
prison will require an “exciter,” te be used 
@s an auxiliary to the dynamo; a strong 
oaken chair, in which the convict is to sit and 
be killed; an electrical cap and electrical 
shoes. Tue electrical cap is made of metal cov- 
ered with spenge, which is saturated with salt 
water before being pub on to the convict’s 
head. When itis on it is called an “electrode,” 
and the other ‘“clectrode,” to be put on the 
convict’s feet, isa heavy pair of tightly- laced 
shoes with sponge inside. A wire, after the 
** electroded” convict has been strapped in the 
oaken chalr, is connected with his shoes and 
cap, the Warden of the prison closes the “ vir- 
cuit” for fifteen seconds, and all is over with 
the convict. 

The news that three of their dynamos have 
been sold by Mr. Brewn to the State will ve a 
surprise to the Westinghouse people. They 
have stoutly contended tnat their electric light- 
ing system did not kill, and the contests 
between them and Mr. Brown in that point: 
have been widely published in the papers 

Ata meeticg in Chieago last January of the 
electrie companies using the “alternating cur- 
rent,” a resolution was adopted declaring that 
no company should allow a current in ite con- 
trol to be used for the “‘ignoble purpose” of 
executing murderers. One of the dynames is 
already en ite way to Auburn; those for Clinton 
and Sing Sing have net started yet.

ONE PARIY APPEALING FOR 
AMERICAN PROTECTION. 
HIPPOLYTE LOOKING TOWARD THE 
UNITED ‘STATES AND  LEGITIME 
MAKING OFFERS TO FRANCE. 

CaPE HayTIEn, Hayti, April 24.—To the orig- 
inal dispute in Hayti has been added a new and 
embittered cause of disagreement. One party 
now leans to ‘he theory that their eternal hap- 
piness depends on a United States protectorate, 
and the other, repelling the iaea of American 
interference with bitter resentment, advecates 
a Freneh political and commercial alliance, 
which scheme the Hippolyte faction repudiates 
with disgust. ; 

Le Veriias,® semi-official organ at Port au 
Prince, having completely satisfied itself of 
Hippolyte’s intention to seek American protec- 
tion for his part of the isiand, solemnly warns 
the protesting departments of the criminal 
foitly of “placing ourselves under the rule of 
the Yankee,” and goes on to explain how “one 
party of these Yankees preferred to sustain a 
civil war of several years rather than consent 
to the abolition of slavery. To think of the 
Americans, what a monstrous crime those who 
have held more than 15,000,000 of our brothers 
in slavery.” It then makes an appeal calculated 
to sting the vanity and excite the patriotism of 
their erring brothers. It says: ‘‘ In the Unitea 
States both blacks and mulattoes are called ne- 
groes without distinction. Ab, the mulattoes 


do not like to be called negroes. You will learn 
that all negroes are negroes, that the necro, 
red or yellow, biack or chocolate, are qualified 
negroes by the American crocodile.” 

Hippolyte’s organ, Le Liberte, asks if “we 
must love the French, who have whipped our 
fathers,” and if ‘itis necessary for us to fall 
down on our faces before the sons of the colo- 
nizers who tortured and burned our grand- 
tathers and delivered them to their pbiood- 
hounds. * * * Inetead of the bustsof such 
men as Sumner, Wendell Phillips, John Brown 
—John Brown, ® white martyr to the negro 
cause—instead of these we are: asked to pot 
under glass the men who have sent us Le Cleroe 
and assassinated Touissaint |’Overture.” 

Both parties approach the question from its 
sentimental end, but there is no hint of a com- 
promise, - In fact Légitime has already offered 
the French Government, through the obnoxious 
Minister Sesmaisons, the island of Gonaives, the 
protectorate of Hayti and St. Nicholas Mole as 
a coaling station, provided that Government 
will furnish financial aid and sell him two gun- 
boats to aid in suppressing the north. This offer 
is reported here to be already placéd before the 
Freneh Chamber of Deputies by the Haytian 
Minister Laforestrie, and both Légitime and 
Sesmaisone are said to be confident of a favora- 
ble decision. 

To balance this measure, there is in Cape 
Haytien and the Northern departments a most 
decided opinion in favor of an American pro- 
tectorate. A person high in authority, but who 
for excellent reasons wishes his name withheld, 
asserted positively to THE 'lIMEs’s correspond- 
ent that the least expression of sympathy on 
the part of the United States would result in 
the protesting departments throwing them- 
selves under American protection, “and,” he 
added significantly, ‘‘they can have the Mole 
for the: asking.”” Mr. Cherrie Hippoivte, son 
of the President, and Mr. Daumes 
Auguste, brother to the Haytian Minis- 
ter to Paris, were also interviewed on 
the subject and expressed their opinions 
substantially the same as the above. Mr. 
Auguste, whois the leading merchant in the 
city, also stated that the harbor duty of $10 per 
ton haa been removed from ali American ves- 
sels, and he mentioned this as an evidence of 
the popularity of the movement toward Ameri- 
can protection. It was his opinion that if the 
United states ever intended relinquishing its 
traditional prejudice against outlying posses- 
sions, no better opportunity would ever offer 
for laying them aside, as it was his deep and 
abiding conviction that this tronbled and strux- 
gling republic would now readily accede to any 
Proposition from her powerful sister of the 
north. 

Admiral Gherardi, commanding the United 
States naval squadron in Haytian waters, was 
geen on board his flagship, the Galena, by TAK 
TIMES’S correspondent. The Admiral said that 
while the talk of an American pro- 
teetorate had come to hisears, be attached 
little importanee to it on account of it being so 
directly in conflict with the national policy 
of the United States. bat he thought that 
while the United States will not itself interfere 
with Haytian atfairs, 1t will promptly say nands 
eff to any foreign power that attempts to in- 
terfere on the island. In reply to the question, 
**Does the Mole offer any exceptional advan- 
tages as a coaling station?” the Admiral said: 
“In case the United States contemplates es- 
tablishing a naval station in the West Indies, 1% 
is certainly well situated and adapted for such 
@ purpose.” When asked in reference to the 
reported French intervention, he replied: “I 
think there is nothing im it, for I do not believe 
that France would touck this count witb a 
forty foot pole. That country’s Haytian expe- 
rience in 1803 will deter it from making any 
more experiments with the Black Repubiic.” 

The logic of Hayti’s history, since 1t began 
the experiment of self-government, asserts the 
country’s Imability to govern itself. Valuable 
ores have been discovered on the island, but 
Gabriel will execute his cornet solo before it is 
mined by native labor, and gold, which has 
also been found to exist in moderate quantities, 
will continue to blush unseen so long as Hay- 
tian enterprise is depended upon to get it 
Valuable woods—mahogany, logwood, &£a— 
abound, while the hills, mountains, and pla- 
teaus are scarcely less fertile than the valleys. 
Bust the Haytians, both black and malat- 
to, pay little attention to agriculture, 
and their energies are principally expended 
in efforts to exterminate each other. In 
the valleys the climate is generally hot and 
sultry, but at an elevation of 2,000 feet, a 
height quite common, water congeals at cer- 
tain seasons of the year, and at all seasons the 
temperature at that elevation is remarkably 
cool Little foreign capital is invested in 
Hayti, and that little is subjected to such bur- 


densome exactments as to warn off any fur- - 


ther ififlux, and the story of the Eastern chap 
who went to California without a rag tu his 
back and came back covered with them is the 
experience of similar adventurers in Hayti 

Meanwhile the war continues to drag its slow 
length along. The Légitime party ts at present 
making a dead set for St. Maro, both by sea and 
land, and its fall will entail the capture of 
Gonaives also. Butitis not yet recorded that 
the place will be taken. The gunboat Jacme), 
manned entirely by an American crew which 
was brought from New-York by the Cirde 
steamer of April 17, left Cape Haytien April 
22 to measure strength with the Légitime navy. 
Tne Jacmel is commanded by Capt. Compton, 
late cammander of the American steamer Hay- 
tian Republic, and 1t is his intention to choose 
a dark night, run alongside the blockading ves- 
sels, and engage them at close quarters. The 
superiority of his crew augurs success for the 
enterprise. 

Thursday next a decisive battle is expected to 
be feught at Marmelade. Gen. Pierre Louis of 
the North leaves Plaisance on Wednesday with 
8@0 men to attack the Légitimetroops stationed 
at that point. while Gen. Alexis marehes with 
two divisions from Grande Riviére and voudon 
to attack the enemy in the rear. 

The presence of the Galena in Hayti has, in 
the opinion ef her officers, ceased to be neces- 
sary, but that vwessel still lingers, patiently 
awaiting the department’s orders to ‘*move 
on.” The health of the ship eontinues good, 
but the crew are much debilitated by the effectr 
of the heat.

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THREE VETOES EXPECTED 


THE GOVERNOR'S RETREAT ON 
THE DEAL BILLS. 

OW THE “OROSBY EXCISE BILL WAS 

MUTILATED—SENATOR SWEET’S PRI- 


VATE JOB IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

ALBANY, May 7.—If he adheres to the plan 
laid out to-night Gov. Hill will to-morrow send 
in.vetoes on two of the deal bills—those to re- 
organize the Police and Park Boards. There is 
some talk of the Governor vetoing also the four 
extra Police Justices bill. These vetoes will 
xo to the Assembly. For the Senate 
the Governor is said to be preparing 
® surprise, by sending in the name of Theoph- 
ilus ©. Callicott, editor of the Albany Evening 
Times, as Superintendent of Insurance, in place 
of Robert A.°Maxwell, but those in a position to 
know what is going on, and who understand 
that Mr. Oallicott has refused to have his name 
used unless he had sufficient votes to confirm, 
regard the rumor with more or less distrust. 
At ail ewents the Assembly will have the vetoes. 

The Raipid-Transit bill was on the Speaker's 
desk for three hours to-day, but the Speaker 
purposely hela it over till to-morrow, in accord- 
ance with the Republican plan, pending the 
Governor’s action on the Republican-Tammany 
deal bills. The Rapid-Transit bill will, there- 
fore, be announced in the House to-morrow in 
the order of business, ‘‘Messages from the Sen- 
ate,” after the Governor’s vetoes are re- 
ceived. Mr. Crosby will move to substitute 


% for the Assembly Dill, which is now in 
the order of third reading. This requires unavi- 
mous censent.. A single objection will send the 
Dill to the Railroad Committee, and this is very 
likely to be its fate. Ine Republicans propose 
to kill it, but do not wish to appear as cold- 
blevded murderers.

THE ASSEMBLY. 

The Senate sent the Saxton Ballot Reform 
and the Cresby Exeise billto Gov. Hill te-day 
after making one of the weakest and most 
lamentable displays of statesmamnship ever seen 
in any Legislature. The Saxton bill met with 
only trifling and formal objeetion on the part 
of the Democrats, who attempted to show that 
the Republicans never would have introduced 
such 4 bill if a Republican Governor were in 
the chair and there existed any rational ehance 
of its becoming a law. 

The Crosby bill as it passed simply invites 
the Governor’s veto. In its presemt shape it 
repudiates the Republican platform, of which 
so mucn has been heard, and stamps the in- 
sincerity of the Republican Party in is policy 
on the liquor question. What kills the bill is 


the amendment which that disinterested _pa- 
triot, Mr. Vedder, inserted in the Senate. ad 
Mr. Vedder posed as a champion of the 
liquor dealers be could not have accom- 
plished the task of knifing the bill more effect- 
ively. At all events, when the House started 
in to-day to concurin this amendment. which 
practically repeals the five-gaiion law, Mr. 
‘Ainsworth denounced the Vedder awendment 
as pernicious and as rendering the bill worth- 
less. ‘We will all have to vote for it, how- 
ever,” he oDserved, ‘‘ because it is manifestly 
unsafe to send the bill back to the Senate to be 
beaten.” 

Mr. Sheehan did not allow the occasion to pass 
without attacking the Republicans. ‘*Every 
Man. who votes for this amendment,” he 
charged, ‘‘repudiates his party’s caucus and 
his party.’”’ 

Mr. Van Gorder of Wyoming stigmatized the 
action of the Senate in introducing the amend- 
ment and of the House in acting upon it as the 
most assinine of the session. He asserted that 
the bill had been made worthljess, and that 
temperance legislation had been prevented this 
year, because one county of the State, Chautau- 
qua, wanted the five-gallon law repealed. 

Mr. Nixon of Chautauqua contended for the 
amendment, and strove to show how its Dassage 
would penefit the grape raisers and wine 
makers of his county. It was another instance 
of the Chautauqua tail wagging the State dog, 
and the amendment was concurred in, 67 to 49, 
a@ strict party vote, with the’ exception of 
Frederick 8 Gibbs and Charles Smith, Repub- 
licans, who voted in the negative with the Dem- 
ocrats. 





THE SENATE. 

The Annual Supply bill was the special order 
for to-day, and its reading and consideration 
consumed the entire merning session, although 
but few amendments were made, and these .of 
no special importance. The total amount ef 
the amendments footed up to $103,324. Sen- 
ator Coggeshall secured an smendment appro- 
priating $40,000 for the purchase of an addl- 
tional 200 acres for the State Lunatic Asylum at 
Utica. Senator Sloan also offered an amendment 
providing for the refunding of $45,250 to the 


heire of Joel Sherwood erroneously paid by him 

under the collateral inheritance law. The bill 

this year aggregates about $2,000,000, or $400,- 

000 more than last year. Several items which 
_ have hitherto been included in separate bills 

have, at Senator Sloan’s suggestion, been pro- 
vided for under the generalact. Senator Murphy 
offered an amendment which was lost appro- 
priating the sum of $4,000 for salaries for the 
members of the New-York and New-Jerse 

Boundary. Commission. Tne bill was passe 
unanimously and sent to the Assembly for con- 
currence, 

During the course of the discussion on the 
bill Senator Sloan expressed the opinion that 
the tax rate would probably be higher this year 
than last for several reasons; first, because the 
prisons had stopped contributing to the Treas- 
ury second, because there had been some ex- 
traordinary expenditures, such as the appro- 
priation of $225,000 for the Washington cen- 
tennial celebration, and third, because the ap- 
propriation for canal improvements was likely 
to be considerably larger than a year ago. 

The Elevated Railway bill, much to the dis- 
gust of Senator Erwin, was advanced to a third 
reading. 

The evening session was notable for the 
consideration of two decidedly bad bills, one of 
which was passed, and the second, for the time 
being, set aside. The first was that introduced 
by Senator Sweet appropriating $25,000 for 
dredging and excavating the channel of the 
feneca River and the old Bear Race’ in the 
village of Waterloo. ‘he bill was passed by a 
yote of 23 to 2, Senators Erwin and Grady 
alone opposing it. Senator Sweet is one of 
the owners of a flouring mill en the south 
side of Seneca River at Waterloo. He employs 
ten men. The Waterloo Woelon Manufacturing 
Company is on’the north side of Seneca River, 
and employs 350 hands. In 1887 Sweet was a 
member of Assembly and introduced a bill 
whose only purpose was to give his mill more 
water. The bill became a law, but Mr. Sbana- 
han, Superintendent of Public Works, refused, 
under the discretion given him, to carry out the 
provisions, on the ground that ic would divert 
water fremthe canal. Last year Sweet was & 
Senator ana made another effort. He passed a 
pill appropriating $15,000 and authorizing 
the Superintendent of Publie Works, in his 
diseretioa, to exeavate and deepen 1,200 
feet of Sweet’s private property, 80 as 
to permit canalboats to be brought to 
the door of his mill. Under the opera 
tion of that act the work of excavation be- 
gan in January. The Waterloo Woolen Com- 
papy at onew brought suit against Superintend- 
eut Shanahan, Senator Sweet, and his partners, 
asking that they be restrained from diverting 
the water of the river from its present flow- 
An injunction was promptly granted, work was 
stopped, and the case was brought to crial 
before Judge Rumsey at Waterloo on April 1. 
The questions to be decided were, as to the 
public work eontemplated by the act; as to 
whether the excavation was aschome simply 
for the private benett ef the Sweet mill; as to 
the rights of the Waterloo Mills to the water 
about to be diverted, and whether such diver- 
sion would be to the benefit of canal navi- 

on. 

nerd days before the trial Senator Sweet in- 
troduced his bill appropriating $25,000 unex-

The Fassett Prison bill, as 1t was amended 
and passed by the Assembiy, was substituted 
for the senate bill, ordered to a third reading, 
and made a special erder for Thursday. 

Senator Lanebein offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, providing for the printing of 
2,000 copies of the report of the Aqueduct In- 
vestigation Committee. 

Senator Erwin, with convulsive grasp, still 
hangs on to the end of the rope which is around 
the neck of the Mase Lunacy Commission bill, 
and is using every endeavorto delay action 
upon it as long as possible. The Senate Finance 
Committee, which has the bill ip charge, talked 
it over again this afternoon, but came to no 
definite conclusion as to when it should be 
reported. Mr. Mase is. however, to be/given an 
opportunity to-morrow to speak before the 
committee in its support. Every member ot 
that committee certainly knows, or ougDt to 
know, that Dr. Smith, the present Commission- 
er of Lunacy, whem the passage of the bill will 
legislate out of office, is totally unfit for his 
present pesition. Perhaps no man in the State 
who has held the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine for ten years is so incapable of per- 
forming .the duties of the office acceptably. 
Chairman Sloan has too. high a reputation for 
personal ana legislative probity to allow him- 
self to be influenced by the spurious arguments 
advanced by Senator Erwin. The proposition 
to amend the bill so that Dr. Smith shall be 
kept 1n office practically nullities the purpose in 
forming anew commissioh Mr. Sioan should 
see that the bill is reported in its present form 
and at once. 

Mr. Arnold has had some little knowledge of 
the Commussioner<of Lunacy tn bis capacity as 
Chairman of the Committee on General Laws, 
and itis certainly surprising that a man of his 
intelligence should permit himself to be fvoled 
into this inaction, which virtually means the 
death of a measure of such paramount im- 

ortance to the welfare of the State's insane, 

enator Erwin’s present position is quite in line 
with his previous record. 

The Committee on Commerce and Navigation 
gave ahearing this afternoon on the Ravens- 
wood Standard Oil Pier bill. Mayor Gleason of 
Long Island City, the City Judge, and a delega- 
tion from the Board of Aluermen appeared 
against the measure. Mayor Gleason deciared 
that there was net & man, woman, or child in 
Long Isiand City who was not opposed to the 
bill. The committee decided to report the bill 
favorably.

A OHUROH DECORATION, 





An order for the decoration of a wall in 
Bethiehem Church, Philadelphia, was given 
some time ago to Mr. F. 8. Lamb of the Holbein 
Studio. He painted for the upper part a sym- 
bolical picture in three figures, representing the 
Star of Bethlehem borne by an angel, with two 
other figures to right and left An addition 
having been made to the church, the lower part 
of the wall was pierced in order to give access 
when desired to the new part, As a general 
thing, however, the passageway is closed by a 
broad door or partition, which can be raised or 
lowered. For this partition a decoration of 
some kind was needed, and Mr. Lamb received 
the commission. 

His design is that of the shepherd who leads 
his flock to quiet waters and the medium is oils 
on canvas. Beyond the sunburned yellow 
fields of Palestine lies an Oriental town, whose 


lew, square buildings are defined against the 
deep-biue sky. To the left isa thick tree with 
large, curled leaves, belonging to the persim- 
mon family, whioh leans above the quiet broox. 
To the extreme right are blue irises with a 
space before them bearing in large letters the 
appropriate text. The centre cootains # young 
shapherda of heroic size striding along near the 
head of his flook of sheep. His right hand 
grasps a/ substantial crook, one end of which 
is planted firmly on the ground; nis 
left holds a very. white. lambkin, whose 
mother — close to the shepherd and raises 
her head. Two sheep have outrun the flock and 
side by side from the water. The others, 
of ali shades of white, gray, yellowish, and 
brown, are crowdeéc together in a eharacteristic 
way, some with heads lifted above the press, 
others.showing enly an obiong mass of fleece. 
The fea@ling of movement onward is well ren- 
dered by the drawing of the sheep and the 
stride of the shepherd. 

Great: care has been bestowed by Mr. Lamb 
on the sheep; the two drinking are particularly 
well drawn. Perhaps the animals are made 
rather smaller thar usual in comparison with 
the shepherd; atany rate, the latter loomsamong 
them like a veritable son of Anak. He hasa 
sweet, eamposed face, a clorious bedy garment 


of yellow, @ blue cloak, and a reddish head cloth 
whose edges just show behind his head. The 
scene is fgillof strong color, and will doubtless 


tell finely'in the somewhat dark interior of a 
ohurch, °

Theodore Roosevelt nas been for several years 
@ prominent advocate of civil serviee reform. 
He was born in New-Yerk City Oct. 27, 1858, 
and is a son of the late Theodore Roosevelt. 
He was educated at Harvard and afterward 


studied law at Columbia College. He went to 
the New-York Assembly in 1882, and rendered 
eonspicuous serviee during his career at Albany. 
In 1883 he was actively nang in the pro- 
ceeding to impeach Judge estbrook. He 
served three years 1n the Assembly and in 1883 
was the Republican nominee for Speaker. The 
bills he originated attracted wide attention and 
many of them became laws. In 1885 he was 
nominated by thé Republicans for Mayor of 
New-York and made azooa fight against Hewitt 
and Henry George. He has written a naval 
history of the warof 1812, isa Trustee of the 
Orthorpedic Hospital, Director of the New- 
York Infant Asylum, and is connected with sev- 
eral other institutions, 

Hugh 8. Thompson resigned the Governorship 
of South Carolina to become Assistant Secretary 
of the ‘lreasury, succeeding William E. Smith, 
who resigned in 1886. Gov. Thompson was Mr. 
Cleveland’s personal choice. He was twice Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina. Heis a native of Green- 
ville County, that State, and 1s fifty-two years of 
age. He is a nephew of Gen. Waddy Thompson, 
who was Minister to Mexico under President 
William Henry Harrison. He was graduated at 
the South Carolina Military Academy in 1856. 
A year afterward he was elected Assistant Pro- 
fessor in the Arsenal Academy in Columbia. He 
rendered great service to education in the South 
as Superintendent of Education in South Caro- 
jiina, holding this office several years. 

Mr. Paluwer was born in Manchester, Dear- 
born County, Ind., Oct, 11, 1827, and at the 
age at fifteen was apprenticed to learn the 
printing trade. He first worked as a journey- 
mman in New-Yerk City, ani then moved to 
Jamestown, N. Y., where for ten years he 


was the publisher and editor of the 
Jamestown Journal. He wus a member 
of the New York Assembly in 1853 and 


1854, In 1858 he removed to lowaand became 
editor and part owner of the Dubuque Jimes, 
In 1860 he was elected State Printer, holding 
the office eignt years. While at Des Moines as 
State Printer he secured control of the Stale 
kegister, the paper now owned by First Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Clarkson. In 1868 
he was elected a Representative from 
Iowa to the Forty-tirst Congress and was 
re-elected to the Forty-second Congress, where 
he served on the Appropriations Committee. 
After leaving Congress Mr. Paimer bougnt an 
interest in the Chicago /nier Ucean. He re- 
mained with the Jnler Ocean until be was 
appointed Postmaster of Chicago by Presi- 
dent Hayes, which position he _ filled 
during the Admunistrations of Gartield ana 
Arthur, Presidept Cleveland appointing his 
sucoessor on the expiration of his term of of- 
tice. Since relinquishing the Postmastership he 
has been engaged in editorial work en various 
papers, among them the Chicago Herald, 
Arthur L. Thomas, appointed Governor of 
Utah, is at present a member of the Utah Com- 
mission. He is a native of Pittsburg, Penn., 
and for several years was aclerk in tne office 
of the Clerk of the National House of Reresenta- 
tives. He resigned in 1877, having been ap- 
ointed by President Hayes to be Secretary of 
tah. He has resided in the Territory con- 
tinuously since 1877. 
Elijah Sells, appointed Seeretary of Utah, was 
an active Republican in the early days of the 
arty in lowa, and was elected by the Repub- 
feans to the offices of Secretary of State and 
Auditor of Iowa. Afterward he emigrated to 
Utah. 


It has taken the President two months to ap- 
point new Civil Service Commissioners, but he 
has chosen his men at last and ina way that 


will encourage the friends of the reform. He 
has named Theodore Roosevelt of New- 
York and Hugh 8. Thompson of South 
Carolina, to be the successors of A. 
Pp. Edgerton and John Oberly. 
Mr. Roosevelt's name has been under consider- 
ation for sometime. lt was at first feared that 
he would not accept the position, as it requires 
a residence in Washington for a great deal of 
the time, and is a post altugether lacking in 
picturesque features. Mr. Thompson, who 
Was nominated by President Cleveland, 
but whose nomination was neglected by the 
Senate, has been Known so well as a civil serv- 
ice reformer and an officer of the Government 
that he needs no new introduction. His ap- 
pointment has been opposec by Mr. Edgerton, 
who regarded it as an affront to him when 
President UOleveland maie it. 

President Harrison has been advised and 
urged to choose a Democrat of the Randall 
protection type, and several candidates of that 
stamp have been oftered. It was evident from 
the start that none of them would be chosen 
unless the President was determined to mani- 
test his disfavor for the reform by putting it 
into unfriendly hands. Mr. Roosevelt will be 
the youngest Commissioner yet seleeted, and 
may be expected to impart a degree of vigor to 
the commission that it has not hitherto pos- 
sessed. 

Another important nomination decided upon 
to-night was thatof Frank W. Palmer of Chicago 
to be Public Printer. This appointment was 
not unexpected. All of the other candidates— 
and they were mMany—bhad about given up hope 
when Paloer came into view as a candi- 
date. He has been admitted to be the 
best-equipped candidate presented. Witn tae 
same amount of skill possessed by the 
present Public Printer, he ean easily be a 
more popular officer, for Public Printer Bene- 
dict, while an industrious and honest man, nas 
been the most unpopular Public Printer who 
has held the office fur many years. He has 
turaed out a good deal of work very econom- 
ically and has managed the office strictly with 
aregard ofa sense of duty. His taking olf 
would be more generally regretted if he had 
been endow@d by nature with mere agreeable 
manners.

Mr. William Murrell of Jersey City, a colored 
man, who edits a paper called the Trumpeter, 
called upon the President to-day, not to ask for 
an appointment, but to offer him some advice. 
He told President Harrison that ne had read in 
the papers that the President had been 
so impressed with the Birmingham movement 
that he contemplated appointing white men 
to office in the South, and eveu of the selection 
of Democrats, because they were protectionists, 
the idea being that serious divisions will there- 
by be made in the Democratie Party. Mr. 
Murrell told the President that he thought 
the result of the adoption of such a policy 
would be disastrous te the Republicans. 
To ignore the Republicans, and the blacks par- 
ticularly, would be todrive large numbers of 
colored men into the Democratic Party. He 
| gave it as his opinion that the allegiance of the 
colored men in the North had been 
shaken, and that there were enorngh 
eolored men in New-Jersey voting the 
Democratic ticket to hold the balance of power. 
The adoption uf a policy hostile to the colored 
men would, he believed, greatly strengthen the 
Democrats in the North xs well as In the South, 

The President appeared to be greatly inter- 
ested in Mr. Murrill’s remarks, and asked him 
torenew his call at the White House.

COUNT DEMETRIUS TOLSTOI. 

Acable dispatch from St. Petersburg an- 
nounces the death there yesterday of Count 
Demetrius: Tolstoi, who was Russian Minister 
of the Interior until within a few weeks ago. 

He was the ropresentative ef the Russian 
ultra-conservative, or repressive, element, and 
a@stanch supporter of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, and has been called even by conserva- 
tive Russians ‘‘a second Katkoff, without Kat- 
koff’s brains.” As to whether he wantonly 
sought to prevent the enlightenment of the 
Inasses in order to propagate the tyrannical sys- 
tem of Government, or was simply a fanatical 
believer in the system, is still a question in 
dispute among Russians, but it is'a fact that he 
was very unpopular with the enlightened and 
advanced thinkers in that country. He was a 
man of thorough education, and one of the first 
otiices that he held was in the Ministry of Ma- 
Tine. In 1866 he was appointed Minister of 
Instruction and General Attorney of the Holy 
Synod. A few years ago he had a long contro- 
versy with the Zemstvos, the Village Com- 
-munes, whose privileges he suvuught to abrogate 
altogether. hile his plans did not meet 
with entire success, still the rights of the 
Zemstvos were considerably curtailed. He 
Claimed to admire the English educational svs- 
tem, and undertook to imitate the classical sys- 
tem of Germany, and ordered a reformation of 
all the schools of the empire on a classical 
basis, but awakened so much indixznation that 
he was compelled to resign in 1880. His resig- 
nation caused great satisfaction, and even the 
St. Petersburg Golos congratulated the Rus- 
sians upon the event In 1882 he was 
appointed Minister of the Interior. 
Lately he submitted proposals for ov- 
ernment. that were of such as repressive 
nature that even the conservative Russians ob- 
jected, and he resigned. He proposed the sub- 
mission of the united Greek element tothe 
Russian State Church,.the submission of the 
Catholic element to the Roman Catholic colleze 
in St. Petersburg, and the Kussianizing of the 
Polish schools. He wrote a work on the Roman 
Catnolic Church in Russia and ** Historical Re- 
searches.”

THEY TALK ABOUT THEIR 
OWN AND OTHER RAILROADS. 
THE SENATE COMMITTEE HEARS A 
GOOD DEAL IN FAVOR OF _ THE 
GRAND TRUNK. Ae 
Three railroad men testified before the 
Inter-State Commerce Committee of the Unitea 
States Senate yesterday. Two ofthem, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew and Joseph Hickson, tola inter- 
esting stories and were listened to with fiatter- 
ing attention.. Mr. Depew was the first witness 
of the day. Senator Cullom informed him that 
the committee would be glad to hear anything 
he had to say touching the effect upon Amert- 
can railroads of Canadian competition. ~-Mr. 
Depew had prepared no statement and pre- 
ferred to answer questions. He was Presi- 





dens of. the New-York Central Railroad 
and had been for five years, The 
road had terminals at New-York and 


Buffalo. Its connections were the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Central. The Central did not 
own those roads, but the relations between the 
three were “‘ very clogs.” The Canada Sonth- 
ern had been leased by the Michigan Central 
seven or eight years ago, prior to which it was 
controlled by the Vanderbilts. It was built and 
always was owned by Americans, though it 
was situated.in Canada. The Central was aiso 
the lessee of the West Shore. The connections 
of the West Shore were the Grand Tronk and 
Nickel Plate. The West Shore never experi- 
enced any trouble with the Grand Trunk. The 


latter had three New-York connections—the 
Erie, West Shore, and Lackawanna. 

Mr. Depew was asked by Senator Cullom if 
he had given much thought to the extent of the 
business done in the United States by Canadian 
roads. Mr. Depew had. The Graud Trunk had 
or eontrolled a through line from Chicago to 
Portland. He had not been in favor of the 
ownership of lands in the United States by 
Canadian roads, but be was not in favor of 
shutting them out. Canadian roads were vot 
bound, as American roads were, by the inter- 
Btate law. They could fix rates at Chicage and 
recoup in Canada. That they maintained rates 
at all was due to comity and because it seemed 
best in their judgment. He understood that 
there was a contract between the Grand Trunk 
and steamships that ran to Portland, and that 
it was not fair to American roads. Contracts of 
the same kind had been made by American 
roads. It was only in this way that he could 
ecount for the large increase in the Grand 
Trunk’s business. Canadian roads had the 
power to bill and rebill in Canadian territory, 
which placed them beyond the operation of the 
inter-State commerce law. 

The Grand Trunk, Mr. Depew thought, could 
not do business unless it obtained concessions. 
He thought the Grand Trunk officials tried to 
lve up.to the law. Railroad men inthe United 
States were satisfied that differentials were ab- 
solutely necéssary. Kailroad business differed 
from all other kinds. Competition could aot 
wipe out aroad, Differentials enabled the work 
to live and gave the country stable rates. The 
effect of the inter-State commerce law was to 
weaken the weak roads and strengthen the 
strong ones. Since the passage of the law, 
though, conditions gad improved, but the act 
would have been far more bvenefidial had 1t per- 
mitted pooling. The act did not go far enough. 
it said to the roads, ‘‘ You must lower your 
rates.’”’ It did not say to the investor or the 
Bpeculator that be must not build a read for 
which there was no necessity. Expenses had 
ineréased more than the volume of business. 
The Central at one time paid 8 per cent. divi- 
dends; now it paid 4 per cent. 

Senator Cullom asked how the Canadian 
roads could be compelled to obey the law by 
which American roads were governed. In an- 
swer Mr. Depew said: ‘* Increase the power of 
the Inter-State.Commission; give it power to 
cut off such roads and to put such other restrioc- 
tions as willcompel them to obey the law in 
the United States and in Canada. Take the 
Canadian Pacific. It has received subsidies of 
$170,0V0,000, the most tremendous subsidy 
ever granted by a Government. It will run 
whether .it makes money or uot. It should 
be placed under American law if it does busi- 
ness in the United States. I do not think the 
Granda Trunk officials would object to such re- 
atrictions as I have mentioned.” : 

Senator Blair—What will the people of the 
United States say when they are charged $1 
for freight carried through the United States 
when they can get it carried through Canada 
for 50 cents. 

President Depew—It does seem a monstrous 
proposition for the Government to tle upour 
roads and not to use the same methods toward 
the Canadian roads. If the matter was placed 
in the hands of American railroads we could 
lay out these Canadian roads in a short time. 
If these roads were shut ont, the American 
shipper and traveler would not be asked to 
8 os $1 more. These roads are conducted by 
able mien. They do not want war. They live 
up to their agreements. ‘They do not give 
away more than they can help, but they are so 
situated as to be able to recoup in territory not 

m to American roads. The popular belief is 
that low rates are obtained by the existence of 
a@ road that can violate the law. If that be so 
I want the New-York Central to be thut road, 
I never heard of a Canadian road wanting to 
lower rates. They always want an advance. 
The only benetit to be derived from a Canadian 
road is by large shippers, a few favored indi- 
viduals, who get lower rates by secret under- 
standing t 

Senator Cullom—What amenament would you 
—- in order to make the law stronger than 

tis 

President Depew—Enlargement of the powers 
Of the commission so that it can say to any 
foreign road if you desire to do business ian the 
United States you must conform to the law. 

Mr. Depew once more stated that he was net 
in favor of shutting Canadian roads out of the 
eountry both for business and seutimental rea- 
aons. There was no objection and net much 
dittioulty in securing way fur a Canadian road 
in this country. He did notthink an American 
suuld so easily Duild in Canada. 

The people wanted stable and honest rates. 
Rates that were not stable ruined business. 
These could be obtained by a legally-organized 
pool. The weakness of the pool always was 
that it could net enforce its ugreements. The 
Goverument can provide for an attempt to 
make exorbitant rates. He was almost prepared 
to say that a legalized pool was the best for the 
people, The pool and the Government might 
agree upon rates, and the Government should 
enforce them. 


Mr. Depew was asked if it were the practice 
to use Canadian cars in the United States and 
vice versa. To sowe extent. He dia not know 
whether there were more American cars in 
Canada than Canadian cars in the United States, 
Mr. Joseph Hickson of the Grand Trunk was in 
the room, and to him Mr. Depew turned. Mr. 
Hickson said that ten American cars were used 
tin Canada ter every Canadian ear in the United 
States, 

Senator Platt wanted to know if the same 
principle which (governed the coastwise trave 
did not govern border railroads. Mr. Depew 
raised the first laugb of the day by saying that 
railroads were not governed by any prineiple. 
Senator Platt askei if it would not have been 
better for the oountry if the fashion of sending 
goods through Canada had not been adopted. 
Mr. Depew said * Perbaps,” but as the fashion 
igang invented he did not cure to see it abol- 
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* Why Because it could not be abolished.” 

The committee, without an exception, showed 
Bn ixhoranee that to railroad men seemed as- 
tonishing of the meaning of a differential. Mr. 
Depew was compelled to explain at as great 
length and with as much painstaking exactness 
as if he were talking to a kindergarten that the 
Erie was not paia $500,000 in curreney of the 
éountry by other members of the trunk line 
pool on account of the disadvantage it lavored 
ubder as a competitor of the New-York Central 
and other roads. . Several Senators said ** On!” 
whep it was shown that the Erie was given 
$500,000 by w «liversiou of freight which 16 
bavdled aud for which it obtained from the 
shippers $500,000. 

Sepator Gorman asked if the Grand Trunk, to 
pay nothing of the Cavadian Paeitic, would not 
hea menace in time of war. Mr. Depew said 
{hat ibe only reason that permitted it to exist 
Was the power of the United States and tie 
weakness uf Canada. Canada seemed to Amer- 
twans likew ripening plum. It was bad policy 
to allow concessions that net with no response. 
American vessels should be permitted to call at 
Canadiau ports and reship their freight in 
bend. There should be absolute reciprocity. 
In answerto Senator Cullom’s questions Mr. 
Depew said his road had no relations wita Ca- 
Dadian waterways. He took occasion to say 
that there existed an impression that the Cen- 
tral was opposed to the Erie Canal. It was not, 
thougb the Erie was a great factor in the mak- 
ing of rates. To Mr. Blair Mr. Depew said the 
Awerican people refused to look upon Canada 
asapenemy. There was an impression that it 

ould de closed upip a couple of days. Senator 

tair did not think ao and said Canada was half 
way between Europe and Asia, in both of 
which there were millions of Anglo-Saxons and 
their allies. Mr. Blair wanted to know if any 
ration would permit the building of such forti- 
jications as Canadians were building in Puget 
Sound without asking for an explanation. Mr. 
Depew said he thought not. 

The next witness was Mr, Joseph Hickson, 
General Manager of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company. He was introduced to the different 

embers of the committee by Senator Cullom. 
The Eastern terminal points of the Grand 
Jrunk, he said, were at Quebec, Portiand, and 
Rouse's Point. Its Western terminals were De- 
troit, Jackson, and Georgian Bay. The Chicago 
and Grand Trunk was a sephrate a 
though a part of the same system. he same 
could be suid of the Grand Haven Road. The 
Yoad eontrolled the Atlantic and 8t. Lawrence 
in the East, and in the West the Chicago, De- 
troit and Grand Junction and the Michigat Air 
Line. When the Grand Trunk was tncorperated, 
in 1852, the Government loaned £3,000,000 to 
build it, aud are part owners to that extent to- 
day. That is ali the assistance the Government 
liad been. The Grand Trunk had almosta thou- 
pand miles of road in the United States. The

Senator OCullom—What is your’ attitude to- 
ward the inter-State commerce law? - . 

Mr. Hickson—We oonsider all our ‘business 
done in the United States. or. carried through 
Canada from State to State under the provisions 
of the inter-State law. We publish our rates 
and abide by them. We observe the long and 
short haul clause on American business, but on 
local traffic in Canada we are of course not 
under vontrol of he Inter-State Commission. If 
freight is oarried from Detroit to Montreal, or 
from Detroit to Portiand, itis carried under the 
provisions of the tnter-State law. It is only on 
purely locai Canadian business that the law is 
not considered. In that respect we are in the 
same poaltion.as tne Americap roads in rela- 
“ to the Inter-State Commission. The New- 

ork Central is not under its control, for 
instance, 

Senator}! Gorman—You had some: trouble 
about some coal freight lateiy. 

Mr. Hickson—This coal we took on the Amer- 
ican side. It was owned by consignees. We 
were aavised by counsel that. we could make an 
advantageous rate to large shippers.: The case 
came before the Inter State Commission. It 
held that all tarifis should be submitted to it. 
Since that time the commission has réceived all 
tariffa, This particular case only referred to 
coal. Mr. Hiokson said that local rates in 
Canada were as low as inthe United States. 
The Granda Trunk dia not recoup in Canadian 
territory for losses made on the American side. 
The raies were not specially revised upon the 
enactment of the inter-State commerce law. 

Senator Gorman asked why it was necessary 
the Grand Trunk and Erie, for instance, should 
get a difterentiai. Mr. Hickson said it was to 
offset disadvantages. He thought the Erie gota 
differential to enable it to compete with roads 
that possessed better terminal and other facili- 
ties, and that offered shorter routes. Senator 
Cullom wanted to know what transit trade con- 
sisted of. Mr. Hickson said- the Grand Trunk 
gave bonds on such cars as contained American 
freight at the Canadian border at both entrance 
and exit, ana vice versa. The bonds were sur- 
rendered on the report of customs inspectors that 
goods had been delivered as agreed. An Ameri- 
can car bound for Maine from Detroit was sent 
back as far as possible. The Grand Trunk did 
not use Canadian cars on lines controlled by it 
in the United States except on through freight. 
The Grand Trunk fostered its trade with a line 
of first-class steamers at Portland. Through 
rates were mude at Chicago for Liverpool. 
The rates were aecording to Atlantic competi- 
tion. Iftherate were so much: to New-York 
it was a little less to Portland. That was the 
custom. The alfference in rate Was noton ac- 
count of any arrangement with the steamships. 
The through rate depended upon rate secured 
from the steamsbips. Since the enactment of 
the inter-State law no rebate had been paid on 
through export freight. There bad been an in- 
crease lately in. the east-bound traflic of the 
Grand Trunk. ‘The traffic was natural. The 
road was furnished with fine facilities, partiou- 
larly for the shipment of grain. The company 
had lost a great amount of cattle and 
dressed beef traffic. The increase was 
not on account of differentials. It was not 
on account of rebates, which were not 
in any case given, nor was it .1n consequence of 
subsidies to steamships. The road was doing 
its business fairly and legitimately, and under 
the provisions of the inter-Stste law; this 
related to Portiand. The company bad no con- 
trol over ocean traffic at Montreai.. Tne inland 
rate to Montreal was about that to Philadelphia. 
The company did not subsidize steamers nor 
buy space in them. The company contracted to 
give the Allan Line of steamers fair loads. Was 
not this done the steamers would not gu to 
Portland. The steamer freights are fixed by 
those of New-York and other Eastern ports. 

If steamship rates changed from day to day, 

how did the Grand Trunk comply with the law ? 
The seaboard rates were published; Liverpool! 
rates were not published. The company could 
not tell the through rate until its agent at Chi- 
cago found out what the ocean rate was. That 
rate was added to the inland rate. There was 
no official nor corporate relationship between 
the ateamsbips and the Grand Trunk. People 
in one might be interested in the otber. he 
Grand Trunk had a competitor in its own terri- 
tory for over five hundred miles. It was not 
serious, 
To what extent had the Canadian Government 
aided the Canadian Pacific Road? There were 
lines constructed by the Government at a cost 
of $37,000,000 and turned over to the road. It 
was given in cash $25,000,000 and 25,000,000 
acres of land. Last year the company was given 
$16,000,000 on some of its land. The totai of 
these figures was $110,000.000. He did not 
care to be questioned too closely about a com- 
petitor. 

Suppose it was required that the Grand Trunk 

should come under the inter-State law com- 
pletely? That was an international question 
which no rallroad company could answer. He 
could not suggest a remedy for an evil that did 
not exist, for the inter-State law was now com- 
plied with by the Grand Trunk. The company 
coula be summoned to Washington aad com- 
pelled to show its books. It was willing to do 
both ana it would be happy to furnish all infor- 
mation about its local traffic, the rates for 
which were not higher than American local 
rates. Taking off the difference in the price of 
coal the expenses of the Grand Trunk were 
about the same as the Pennsylvania or Erie, 
Labor was almost as costly. It cost an Ameri- 
can road about 1U cents a day more. 
The tonnage carried over the Grand Trunbi 
system in 1888 was over 7,300,000. The re- 
ceipts of Amertcan lines for carrying Canadian 
tratiic are larger than those of Canadian roads 
for carrying traftic from American to American 
points. This statement, Mr. Hickson said, he 
made after a good dealof thought. He could 
not tell the number of tons received at Niagara 
Bridge for American points. 

Was the Canadian Pacific building a short 
line through Maine? It was. Was 1t subsidized ? 
It was. The last Parliameut voted a subsidy of 
$250,000 for twenty years. It was afterward 
divided into three sections. About $186,000 
would be given to the Maine portion. A sub- 
sidy of £100,000 was alsa to be provided for a 
steamship line. The port had not been chosen 
yet. All this, Senator Cullom suggested, woula 
make hard traveling forthe Grand Trunk. Mr. 
Hickson thought his company might lose some 
of its traftic when allthat he had spoken of as 
in contemplation was finished. 

How much sustenance did the Grand Trunk 
draw from the United States? Between 60 and 
70 per cent. of its traffic was Canadian product. 
He thought that the subsidies to be granted by 
the Canadian Government both tothe Canadian 
Pacific and toa line of steamers would not have 
the effect ef reducing the freight business of 
Portland and Boston. The fast steamers would 
carry passengers, not much freight. The freight 
rates at Halifax would not be enough lower 
than those of Portland and Boston to compen- 
saté for a longer haul of 500 miles by railroad. 

The Grand Trunk had a mileage, Mr. Hickson 
said, of 3,000 miles, and an indebtedness in 
stock and bonds in Canada of $280,000,000, 
and inthe United States of $45,000,000, Mr. 
Hickson promised to furnish the gross receipts 
and tonnage for 1888 on both sides of the line. 
It probably cost about 72 per cent. of its gross 
earnings to operate the road. It had no Gov- 
ernmenataid. It was a commercial road. He 
would ratherjnot say the Canadian Pacitic was a 
political road. Mr. Hickson sald he would fur- 
nish a@ supplemental statement. The commit- 
tee promised to rurnish him with a copy of his 
testimony. Hesaid he would be glad to see 
the committee at Montreal. Senator Cullom 
said the committee had not decided upon its 
future course. It parted with Mr. Hickson on 
very friendly terms. 

S. M. Felton, Jr., First Vice President of the 
Erie, said his road lost money under the 
operation of the inter-State law, because it had 
interpreted it more rigidly than its competitors, 
who did not observe its provisions, while the 
Erie did. Several people in the room opened 
their eyes widely, others looked at the celing 
and smiled. From July 1, 1877, te March 31, 
1887, the Erie did west-bound business from 
New-York amounting to $11,577,000, or $482,- 
103 short under the pooling system. Under the 
operation of the inter-State commerce law the 
road was short the first year $248,527. On 
east-bound business, from March 13, 1882, to 
March 13, 1887, tive years, the Erie fell short 
under the pooling system $440,000. In one 
year, under the operation of the inter-State 
law, on this same class of business the road fell 
short $157,168. 

Mr. Felton said that if the Erie was short 
5,000 tons of freightin one month under the 
pooling system and the New-York. Central sys- 
tem carried 5,000 more than its rate, the Treas- 
urer of the Central paid to the Treasurer of the 
Erie the gross amount of the revenue on that 
aroount of freight, so that the Central carried 
5,000 tons of freight for nothing and the Erie 
got paid for 5,000 tons of freight whienit did 
not carry. Mr. Depew’s testimony upon this 
point reads differently. 

Mr. Felton said be thought Mr. Hickson stated 
the position of the Grand Trunk very fairly. 
The Canadian Pacific, he thought, could manip- 
ulate business so that neither Awerican railroad 
men nor the Inter-State Commission could dis- 
cever how it wasdone.

The witness having said that the Grand 


Chicago seemed tov large, (othér witnesses hav- 
ing sald it had recently increased from 20 to 39 
per cent.,) Senator Cullonr read from THE TiMES 
of Monday a Chicago dispatch which gave the 
Grand Trunk’s percentage of east-bound bus- 
iness as 17 per cent. of the whole. Mr. Felton 
had nothing to say against the correstness of 
the figures, 

Senator Cullom asked how it was that ordi- 
nary people obeyed the law because they 
thought it was right to do so, ‘while railroad 
men only obeyed it because they were afraid 
of punishment. No satisfactory answer was 
forthcoming. Then the gentleman from IIli-

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GILROY’S ADVANTAGE. 
THE KEY OF THE SITUATION IS IN THE 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The key of the situation for which 
Thomas F. Gilroy and D. Lowber Smith are 
maneuvring, in their contest for the possession 
of the Department of Public Works and its ap- 
parent patronage, is evidently in the Finance 
Department. Should Controller Myers obstt- 
nately refuse to recognize Mr. Gilroy as Com- 
missioner of Public Works because they belong 
to opposing factions, and support Commissioner 
Smith until the final determination of the con- 
troversy, much trouble would ensue. The 
clerks and laborers employed by either of the 
contestants would recelve no pay, nor would 
the.contractors doing work for either be paid. 
The spectacle of the employes of contractors 
quarreling in the streets might be presented 
and the city would certainly ‘be burdened with 
ste f litigation. All this would be brought 
about immediately by the refusal of Mayor 
Grantand Chamberlain Croker to sign warrants 
drawn by Controller Myers for the payment of 
bills audited by Commissioner Smith. 

To prevent such trouble from happening Co n- 
troller Myers has determined to act on the 
advice of Corporation Counsel Beekman. He 
sent to that law officer yesterday a letter in- 
forming him of the conflicting claims to office 
presented to him by Messrs: Smith and Gilroy, 
and saying: 

“I respectfully request that you will advise me 
immediately so that [ can hear from you by to- 
morrow morning what course should be taken in 
this matter that will avoid embarrassment and in- 
terruption in the transaction of the business of this 
department in connection with the Department of 
Public Works.” 

The result of this request is not hard tosee. 
Corporation Counsel Beekman is already com- 
mitted to the theory that Mayor Grant had the 
Tight to appoint Mr. Gilroy as the Commis- 
sioner of Puplic Works. In November last he 
advised Mayor Hewitt that his own term of 
ottice, a8 well as that of the incumbent Public 
Works Commissioner, would expire by limita- 
tion on May 1,1889. His advice to the Con- 
troller to-day will, therefore, put that officer in 
accord with Mayor Grant and Chamberlain 
Croker in recognizing Mr. Gilroy as the lawful 
Commissioner of Public Works. The advantage 
is consequently with Mr. Gilroy. Whatever is 
the decision of Judge Barrett in the summary 
proceeding to compel Commissioner Smith to 
surrender the books of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works to Mr. Gilroy the latter will, after to- 
day, be in practieal possession of that depart- 
ment, and Mr. Smith will be on the outside, 
compelled. to prosecute a suit for the determi- 
nation of the title to the Commissionership. 4 

If Judge Barrett should grant the order for 
the surrender of the books Mr, Gilroy’s posi- 
tion will be bettered. Ifhe should refuse it, on 
the ground that he was precluded by the fast of 
a controversy respecting the title to the office, 
Mr. Gilroy, backed nd the Mayor, Vontroller, 
and Chamberlain, will merely be in the position 
of a Commissioner of Public Works starting 
his department from* notning, with new books 
‘and inexperienced assistants. Mr. Smith wiil 
have the books of the present department and 
au opportunity to sue for what he eonsiders 
his rights, but he will undoubtedly be deserted 
by the contractors, slerks, and others who are 
pow associated with him in his departmenc. 
They will be starved out by inability to get 
money for their work. 

Mayor Grant yesterday vetoed all the Alder- 
manic resolutiuns fer street paving, &e., which 
were sent to him last week, for the reason that 
the Commissioner of Public Works—Thomas F,. 
Gilroy—not having access to the books of his 
office, had been unable to advise him as te the 
need of the work. 








WORK ON THE WIRES. 


THE CRUSADE STILL CONTINUED AND 
NEW ORDERS EXPECTED SOON. 

There has been no cessation of hostilities 
in the war of the city against overhead poles 
and wires. For three days two gangs of men 
have been working in Fifty-eighth-street, be- 
tween Sixth-avenue and Broadway, and have 
nearly tinished removing one of the heaviest 
lines in the city, over 100 Metropolitan Tele- 
phone wires strung on ninety-foot Norway pine 
poles. The lot included the long-distance cop- 
per wires of the New-England and Northern 
New-York State circuits. The company has had 


a@ gang working on this street putting the cables 
in the subways. When Fifty-eighth-street is 
clear work will be begun in First-avenue. 

Madison-square will be dark to-night. The 
square was lighted by the United States Iilumi- 
nating Company. Its special permit expired on 
Sunday, and the connections were broken. Yes- 
terday the company tried to string a wire over 
Broadway at Thirteenth-street. Expert Wheel- 
er of the Board of Electrical Control put a stop 
to the work in short order. 

At the next meeting of the Board of Electrical 
Control important questions will be decided. 
An electric light subway will probably be or- 
dered in Broadway, from the Battery to Four- 
teenth-street, so that that thoroughfare can be 
entirely cleared.. A subway will also probably 
be ordered laid in Third-avenue as far up as 
the Harlem River. 

New orders must soon come from Mayor 
Grant, as work under those already issued has 
been practically completed. It may be that the 
next order will be to clear the down-town busi- 
ness section. The board has had a conference 
with the Western Union people in regard to the 
work inthis district. The company begs for 
ninety days’ time, and says that if it is granted 
it will clear the district. 


A TREATMENT FOR HAY FEVER. 

Dr. B. O. Kinnear came from Boston yes- 
terday to talk te the Academy of Anthropology 
about hay fever, in the treatment of which he 
isaspecialist. It was the last meeting of the 
season. Dr. Kinnear spoke of hay fever as a 
nervous disease. His theory is that it pro- 
ceeds from excessive circulation at the centres 
of the nerves affected, thus affecting the glands. 


An excess of nerve force in suny part of the 
body contracts the blood vessels in that part. 
Any application that can reduce this foree 
tends to restore the circulation to a normal 
condition. 

Another kind of hay fever dilates the blood 
vessels, especially those within the skull, bring- 
ing on a feverish skin. Treatment with ice is 
Dr. Kinnear’s cure. It is applied in rubber 
bags to the spine, but whether at the neck, be- 
hind the abdomen, or all along the spine de- 
pends upon whether the patient suffers from 
contractile or expansile hay fever. Dr. Kinnear 
said he worked out his hypothesis in practice 
with results entirely satisfactory, curing hay 
fever, catarrh, asthma, sneezing spasme, and 
kindred troubles with unfailing success. 

A paper on ‘‘ Mounds and Prehistoric Remains 
of Beuf River Swamp, Louisiana,” by R. A.

MR. OLEVELAND AS REFEREE. 

Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday appointed ex-President Grover 
Cleveland referee in the suit of Kountze 
Brothers, the bankers, against John P. Kennedy. 
The lawyers in the case are George W. Van 
Slyck for the plaintiffs and ‘rhomas M. Wheeler 
for the defendant, and they handed up as names 


of those from whona they wished a referee to be 
chosen those of several lawyers of the highest 
standing, among them James C. Carter and 
Stephen P. Nash. Mr. Cleveland was one of Mr. 
Van Slyck’s nowinations. 

The suit involves over $100,000, and on trial 
is likely to prove a complicated one. Kountze 
Brothers purchased, about two years ago, a 
large number of bonds of the Howe Sewing 
Machine Company from Mr. Kennedy as Presi- 
dent of the company. Soon after that the com- 
pary failed. It is now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and the bonds are of little value accord- 
ing to the contention of Kountze Brothers. 
They will attempt to hold Mr. Kennedy lable 
for the amount paid as purchase money. The 
question is one of law, no fraud being charged. 

Mr. Van Slyck said yesterday that he had un- 
derstood that if appointed referee Mr. Cleve- 
land would accept. Mr. Cleveland himself was 
too busy to make nis decision at once. 





MR. QUINTARD’S EXPLANATION. 
Supervisor at Large Quintard of Brooklyn 
Was ready yesterday to answer Charities Com- 
missioner Ray’s charge that he had offered to 
sell out his party for Republican support of his

THE BURNING OF A HOUSE 
AT WEST CHESTER. 

‘MRS. BOWNE FOUND DEAD BESIDE HER 
TWO GRANDCHILDREN—A FATHER’S 
UNAVAILING EFFORTS. 

Five persons were burned to death in the 
village of West Chester, N. Y., yesterday morn- 
ing a little after 1 o’clock.. They were Mra. 
Thomas H. Bowne, 57 years of age; Katherine 
W. Bowne, 5 years and 8 months; Helen M. 
Bowne, 4 years; Katie Dunn, 19 years, and 
Annie Dunn, 10 years. The eldest of these was 
the mother of Watson Honeywell Bowne of 
West Chester, and Katherine and Helen were 
his little danghters. Katie Dunn was the serv- 
ant of the Bowne family, and Annie Dunn was 
her sister, who had come to visit her. 

All these people perished ina fire in Bowne’s 
house, a small two-story and attic frame build- 
ing at the foot of Dock-street, within 100 
feet of the engine house and within 200 
feet of Westchester Creek, which furnished an 
abundant water supply for extinguishing the 
flames. The fire was first noticed about 1 o’clock 
by William Noyes, the night engineer of Mal- 
lett’s soda factory, who blew the factory whistle 
as an alarm and rushed to the burning build- 
ing. The flames were then under full 
headway. Meantime, Mrs. Thomas H. 
Bowne had been awakened, and rushing 
fato her’ son’s sleeping apartment aroused 
him. In this room were sleeping Mr. Bowne, 
his wife, and three daughters, the youngest 
being about two and a haif years of age. 


He sprang from his bed, and seizing the baby 
rushed out to the roof of a piazza that was 
built on the front of the house. Noyes placed a 
ladder against the building and Bowne de- 
ascended with his child, which he placed on the 
steps of the store, only a few feet away. Then 
he rushed hack to save the rest of his family. 

With the assistance of Noyes and other 
neighbors Mrs, Watson Bowne was saved. 
Bowne then made a desperate effort to save his 
other children, butthe fire drove him back. Still 
he rushed madly to and fro on the burning roof, 
his bare feet treading on the glowing coals and 
his hair on fire. Finally he was pulled back to 
@ place of safety. Even then he kept crying out 
to his mother to save the children and never 
ceased to implore the people to help him. The 
West Chester fire. engine was brought into play 
as quickly as possible and the villagers did all 
they could to save the inmates of the burning 
building, but they couia do nothing for a time. 

When thefire was sufficiently subdued to permit 
@ search for the bodies Mra. Thomas H. Bowne 
and her two little granddaughters were found 
in a room on the secoad floor, scarcely ten fect 
from the ground. None of the three were severe- 
ly burned, their faces being only slightly blis- 
terea. From theravings of Watson Bowne yes- 
terday it was concluded that the grandmother 
had taken the two older children into an adjoin- 
ing room while he was looking after the baby 
and his wife. As she made no reply to his sub- 
sequent cries it is supposed that she was pros- 
trated by heart disease and that the little ones, 
clinging to her, were suffocated. The children 
could easily have been dropped from the place 
where they were found tothe ground without 
injuring them. 

The servant, Katie Dunn, and her sister 
were sleeping in the atticandevidentiy made an 
effort to escape, for both bodies were found on 
the ground floor, within five feet of the front 
door. From the position of the younger girl it 
seemed that she had succeeded in getting that 
far and had then been caught by thefalling tim- 
bers. The older girl seemed to have fallen 
from the head of the stairway to the ground 
floor. Both were terribly burned. 

Watson Bowne, who is almost a raving 
maniac, was severely burned about the head, 
hands, and feet. Mrs. Bowne, whose mental 
condition is almost.as deplorable as thatof her 
husband, was burned about the face and head. 
The infant, Rebecca Bowne, escaped without 
any injury. The bodies of Mrs, Thomas H. 
Bowne and the two little children were placea 
in the vestibule of St. Peter’s Episcopal Church, 
West Chester, where it was said;that funeral 
services would be held at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

The Bowne family is one of the oldest in 
West Chester, and the house that was burned 
was said to be 150 yearsoild. The fire is thought 
to have originated from the bursting of a kero- 
sene lamp that was kept burning at night in 
the hallway.

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FAILURE OF FIFTR-AVENUE TAILORS. 

The firm of A. W. & T. Hume, tailors, at 
499 Fifth-avenue, have become financially em- 
barassed and have placed their affairs in the 
hands of their creditors with a view ef com- 
promising at 25 cents on the dollar. The busi- 
ness was established in 1842 by their father, 
anc after his death in 1856 was carried on by 
the present firm.

Be- 
sides their tailoring business they were interest- 
ed in real estate. hey owned a portion of the 
Hotel Brunswick property ou Fifth-avenue and 
their business premises, 499 Fifth-avenue. 
Both are heavily mortgaged, the former, it is 
said, for $108,000 and the latter for $85,000. 
They were generally supposed to own the adove 
property up to the present time, but the credit- 
ors are now informed that it was transferred by 
the members of the tirm to their wives several 

ears ago. For several years past the tirm 

ave been very slow in their payments and 
their credit was greatly impaired thereby, so 
much so that bradsireet’s took away their 
rating in 1884, 

Thomas Hume of the firm died suddenly 
April 14, ana this led creditors to inquire about 
their accounts ana the possibility of collecting 
them. The firm submitted a statement of their 
affairs to the creditors, showing liabilities, 
$68,407, of which $17,700 is tor merchandise, 
and the balance for borrowed mioney and rent 
collected; assets, $19,781, consisting of stock 
ste eee, accounts $4,867, fixtures $1,500, cash 

185. They offered to compromise at 25 cents 
on the dollar, payable in notes of six, twelve, 
eighteen, twenty-four, and thirty-six months, to 
be indorsed by their sons, This proposition the 
creditors have now under advisement.

Controller Myers opened yesterday the 
bics for $1,500,000 of new parks bonds which 
may run forty years or be redeemed after 
twenty years and bear 215 per cent. interest.

President 
Miller said yesterday that the basis of the set- 
tlement with the stockholders would be about 
225 per cent. The competition, be continued, 
was so great that the profits were cut down 
in such a way as to make profits too small to 
be worth fighting for. A dividend of 100 per 
cent. will be paid the stockholders May 20. 

The company was organized in the Spring of 
1823 and has continued uninterruptedly ever 
since, its profits permitting it to pay as highfa 
dividend as 40 per cent. in one year. It never 
passed a dividend, the lowest one it ever an- 
nounced being 8 per cent.
